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QUEEN'S  PLATE  ARTICLES. 

[It  is  her  Majesty's  Commandy  that  these  following  Rules 
be  observed  by  the  Owners  and  Riders  of  all  such 
Horses,  Mares^  and  Geldings,  as  shall  run  for  her 
Majesty's  Plates  at  Newmarket.] 


I.  Every  horse,  mare,  or  gelding,  that  runneth  for  the  said  Plates, 
shall  carry  twelve  stone,  fourteen  pounds  to  the  stone,  three 
beatf.* 

II.  Every  person  that  putteth  in  a  horse,  mare,  or  gelding,  for  the 
said  Plate,  is  to  show  such  horse,  mare,  or  gelding,  with  the 
marks,  name,  and  name  of  the  owner,  to  be  entered  at  the  Queen's 
Stables  in  Newmarket,  the  day  before  they  run ;  and  shall  then 
produce  a  certificate,  under  the  hand  of  the  breeder,  that  his  horse, 
mare,  or  gelding,  be  no  more  than         years  old  the  grass  before. 

III.  Every  horse,  mare,  or  gelding  that  runneth,  is  to  start  between 
the  hours  of  one  and  four  in  the  afternoon ;  and  to  be  allowed, half 
an  hour  between  each  heat  to  rub. 

IV.  Every  horse,  mare,  or  gelding,  that  runneth  on  the  wrong  side 
of  the  post  or  flags,  or  is  distanced  in  any  of  the  heats,  shall  have 
no  share  of  the  said  Plates,  nor  be  suffered  to  run  any  more. 

V«  The  horse,  mare,  or  gelding,  that  winneth  any  two  heats,  winneth 
the  Plate ;  but  if  three  several  horses,  mares,  or  geldings,  win 
each  of  them  a  heat,  then  those  three,  and  on]y  they,  to  run  a- 
fourth  heat,  and  the  horse,  mare,  or  gelding,  that  winneth  the 
fourth  heat  shall  have  the  Plate. 


*  By  order  it  is  altered  to  one  heat,  and  different  weights  are 
appointed. 

In  the  country  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  or  the  person  appointed  by 
him,  decides  where  the  horses  are  to  be  shown  ;  and  the  Rules  for 
the  Queen's  Platesat  Newmarket  are  applicable  to  the  country. 
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VI.  And  each  horse*s,  mare's,  or  gelding's  place,  as  he  or  they  come 
in  by  the  ending-post,  each  heat,  as  1st,  2nd,  3rd,  &c.,  shall  be 
determined  by  such  judges  as  shall  be  appointed  for  that  purpose 
by  the  Master  of  the  Horse.  And  in  case  any  horse,  mare^  or 
gelding  shall  be,  then  or  after,  proved  to  be  above  the  age  of 
years  the  grass  before,  the  owner,  or  owners,  of  such  horse,  mare, 
or  gelding,  shall  be  made  incapable  of  ever  running  for  any  of  the 
Queen's  Plates  hereafter. 

VII.  As  many  of  the  riders  as  shall  cross,  jostle,  or  strike,  or  use 
any  other  foul  play,  as  shall  be  judged  by  such  person  or  persons 
as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Master  of  the  Horse,  such  rider  shall 
be  made  incapable  of  ever  riding  any  horse,  mare,  or  gelding,  for 
any  of  her  Majesty's  plates  hereafter ;  and  such  owner  shall  have 
no  benefit  of  that  Plate;  but  suchown^  may  be  permitted  to  run 
any  horse,  mare,  or  gelding,  for  any  of  her  Majesty's  free  Plates 
hereafter. 

VIII.  Every  rider  shall,  immediately  after  each  heat  be  run,  be 
obliged  to  come  to  the  usual  place  of  weighing,  with  his  horse, 
mare,  or  gelding,  then  and  there  to  alight,  and  not  before,  and 
there  to  weigh  to  the  satisiaction  of  the  judges  appointed  for  that 
purpose. 

IX.  And  in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  thereof,  such  owners  and 
riders  shall  be  immediately  declared  incapable  of  running,  or  riding 
any  more  for  this  or  any  of  her  Mi^esty's  Plates  hereafter. 

X.  And  in  case  any  difference  shall  arise  relating  to  their  ages,  or 
in  their  running,  or  to  these  her  Mi^jesty's  orders,  &c.  the  same  to 
be  determined  by  such  person  or  persons  as  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  aforesaid  Master  of  the  Horse.

CONCEBHINO 

HORSE    RACING    IN    GENERAL. 

WITH  ▲  DEBOBIPTION  OF 

A  POST  AND  HANDICAP  MATCH. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Members  of  the  Jockey  Club,  held  25th  April, 
1833 — It  was  resolved  that  from  and  after  the  end  of  the  year  1833, 
horses  should  be  considered  at  Newmarket  as  taking  their  ages 
from  the  Ist  of  January,  instead  of  the  1st  of  May. 

With  respect  to  other  places,  they  will  continne  to  be  considered 
as  taking  their  ages  from  the  1st  of  May,  until  the  Stewards  of 
those  races  shall  order  otherwise. 


Four  Inches  are  a  Hand. 
Fourteen  Pounds  are  a  Stone. 


1.  Catch  Weights  are,  each  party  to  appoint  any  person  to 
ride  without  weighing. 

2.  Give-and-take  Plates  are,  fourteen  hands  to  carry  stated 
weights,  according  to  age  ;  all  above,  or  under,  to  carry  ez^  or  be 
allowed  the  proportion  of  seven  pounds  to  an  inch. 

3.  A  Post  Match  is  to  insert  the  age  of  the  horses  in  the  article, 
and  to  run  any  horse  of  that  age,  without  declaring  what  horse, 
till  he  come  to  the  post  to  start. 

4.  A  Handicap  Match  is  A,  B,  and  C,  to  put  an  equal  sum  each 
into  a  hat ;  C,  who  is  the  handicapper,  makes  a  match  for  A  and  B, 
who,  when  they  have  perused  it,  put  their  hands  into  their  pockets, 
and  draw  them  out  closed  *,  then  they  open  them  together,  and  if 
both  have  money  in  their  hands,  the  match  is  confirmed  :  if  neither 
have  money,  it  is  no  match.  In  both  cases  the  handicapper  draws 
all  the  money  out  of  the  hat ;  but  if  one  has  money  in  his  hand, 
and  the  other  none,  then  it  is  no  match :  and  he  that  has  money  in 
his  hand  is  entitled  to  the  deposit  in  the  hat. 
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5.  HoTseB  ajre  not  entitled  to  start  without  prodacing  a  proper 
^rtificate  of  their  age,  if  required,  at  the  time  appointed  in  the 
articles,  except  where  aged  horses  are  included,  and  in  that  case  a 
junior  horse  may  enter  without  a  certificate  as  to  age,  proyided  he 
cany  the  same  weight  as  the  aged. 

6-  No  person  shall  start  more  than  one  horse  of  which  he  is  the 
owner,  either  wholly  or  in  part,  and  either  in  his  own  name  or  that 
of  any  other  person,  for  any  race  for  which  heats  are  run. 

7.  The  horse  that  has  his  head  at  the  ending-post  first  wins  the 
beat. 

B.  For  the  hest  of  the  plate^  where  three  heats  are  run,  the  horse 
is  second  that  wins  one  neat. 

9.  For  the  hest  of  the  heats,  the  horse  is  second  that  heats  the 
other  horses  twice  out  of  three  times,  though  he  did  not  win  a  heat. 

10.  Where  a  plate  is  won  by  two  heatl^  the  preference  of  the 
horses  is  determined  by  the  places  they  get  in  the  second  heat. 

11.  Where  a  plate  or  subscription  is  given  to  the  winner  of  the 
bi»t  c$  three  heats,  a  horse,  to  win  the  prize,  must  be  the  actual 
wimaer  of  two  heats,  eyen  though  no  horse  appear  against  him  for 
both  or  either  of  the  heats. 

i2.  When  three  horses  have  each  won  a  heat,  they  only  must 
start  for  a  fourth,  and  the  preference  amongst  them  will  be  deter- 
mined by  it,  there  being  before  no  difference  amongst  tbean. 

13.  Inrunningof  faeatB,if  it  cannot  be  decided  which  horse  is 
first,  the  heat  goes  for  nothing,  and  they  may  all  start  again,  ez- 
c^t  it  be  between  two  horses  that  had  each  won  a  heat 

14.  If  a  rider  fall  firom  his  horse,  and  the  horse  be  rode  in  by  a 
person  that  is  sufficient  weight,  he  shall  take  his  place  the  same  at 
if  his  rider  had  not  fidlen,  provided  he  go  back  to  the  place  where 
the  rider  fell 

15.  Jockies  must  ride  thdr  horses  to  the  usual  place  for  weigh- 
ing the  riders,  and  he  that  dismoimts  before,  or  wants  weight,  is 
distanced  ;  unless  he  be  disabled  by  an  accident  which  should  ren- 
^ner  him  incapable  of  riding  back,  in  which  case  he  may  be  led  or 
carried  to  the  scale. 

16.  Horses'  plates  or  shoes  not  allowed  in  the  weight. 

17.  Horses  running  on  the  wrong  side  of  a  post,  and  not  turning 
back,  are  distanced. 

18.  Horses  drawn  before  the  jdate  is  won  «re  distanced. 

19.  Horses  are  distanced  if  thdr  riders  cross  or  jostle. 

20.  AXL  complaints  of  foul  riding  must  be  made  before  or  at  the 
time  the  jockey  is  weighed.

21.  No  distance  in  a  fourth  heat. 

22.  A  confbmed  bet  cannot  be  off  but  bj  mutual  consent,  except 
in  the  cases  hereinafter  mentioned. 

23.  Either  of  the  betters  may  demand  stakes  to  be  made,  and 
on  refusal  declare  the  bet  to  be  Toid. 

24.  If  a  better  be  absent  on  the  day  of  mnning,  a  public  declara- 
ration  of  the  bet  may  be  made  on  the  Course,  and  a  demand  whether 
any  person  will  make  stakes  for  the  absent  party,  and  if  no  "person 
consent  to  do  so,  the  bet  may  be  declared  Toid. 

25.  Bets  agreed  to  be  paid  or  received  in  Lcmdon,  or  any  other 
particular  place,  cannot  be  declared  off  on  the  Course. 

26.  If  a  match  or  sweepstakes  be  made  for  any  particular  day  in 
any  race-week,  and  the  parties  agree  to  change  the  day  to  any 
other  in  the  same  week,  all  bets  must  stand :  but  if  the  parties 
agree  to  run  the  race  in  a  different  week,  all  bets  made  before  the 
alteration  shall  be  Toid. 

27.  The  person  who  lays  the  odds  has  a  right  to  choose  a  horse 
or  the  field  :  when  a  person  has  chosen  a  horse,  the  field  is  what 
starts  against  him,  but  there  is  no  field  without  one  horse  starts 
against  him. 

28.  Bets  and  stakes  made  in  guineas  are  paid  in  pounds. 

29.  If  odds  are  laid  without  mentioning  the  horse  before  the  race 
is  over,  the  bet  must  be  determined  by  the  state  of  the  odds  at  the 
time  of  making  it. 

30.  Bets  made  in  running  are  not  determined  till  the  plate  is 
won,  if  that  heat  be  not  mentioned  at  the  time  of  running. 

31.  A  bet  made  after  the  heat  is  oyer,  if  the  horse  betted  on 
does  not  start,  is  void. 

32.  Bets  determined  though  the  horse  does  not  start,  when  the 
words  "  absolutely  run  or  pay,*'  or  "  play  or  pay,"  are  made  use  of 
in  betting. 

33.  Where  horses  run  a  dead  heat  for  a  sweepstakes  or  plate, 
and  the  parties  agree  to  divide  the  stakes,  such  horses  shall  be 
liable  to  carry  extra  weight  as  winners  :  and  all  bets  between  such 
horses  or  between  either  of  them  and  the  field,  must  be  settled  by 
the  money  betted  being  put  together  and  divided  between  the  par- 
ties, in  the  same  proportion  as  the  stakes  shall  have  been  divided. 
If  a  bet  be  made  on  one  of  the  horses  that  ran  the  dead  heat 
against  a  horse  that  was  beaten  in  the  race,  he  who  backed  the 
horse  tiiat  ran  the  dead  heat  wins  half  his  bet.  If  the  dead  heat 
be  the  first  event  of  a  double  bet,  the  bet.  shall  be  void. 
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34.  Bets  made  on  hones  winning  any  number  of  races  within  the 
year  shaU  be  understood,  however  the  expression  may  be  varied, 
as  meaning  the  year  of  our  Lord. 

35.  Money  given  to  have  a  bet  laid  shall  not  be  returned,  though 
the  race  be  not  run. 

36.  Matches  and  bets  are  void  on  the  decease  of  either  party 
before  the  match  or  bet  is  determined. 

37.  A  horse  walking  over  or  receiving  forfeit,  except  for  a  match, 
shall  be  deemed  a  winner. 

38.  An  untried  stallion  or  mare  is  one  whose  produce  has  never 
run  in  public. 

39.  A  maiden  horse  or  mare  is  one  that  has  never  won. 

40.  It  being  an  established  rule  that  no  person  can  enter  and  run, 
either  in  his  own  name  or  in  the  name  of  any  other  person,  two 
horses  of  which  he  is  whoUy  or  in  part  the  owner,  for  cmy  jUaie:  and 
doubts  having  arisen  as  to  the  true  definition  ^the  word  **  plate,** 
— the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club  have  decided  that  where  a^sum 
of  money  is  given  to  be  run  for,  without  any  stake  being  made  by 
the  owners  of  the  horses  (the  entrance-mcmey,  whether  given  to 
the  owner  of  the  second  horse,  or  applied  to  tiiie  Badng-ftnd,  not 
being  considered  a  stake)  such  prize  shall  be  construed  to  be  a 
plate.  But  where  a  stake  is  deposited  by  the  owners  of  the  horses, 
which  is  to  go  to  the  winner ;  and  an  additional  sum  of  money,  or 
a  cup,  piece  of  plate,  or  other  reward,  is  offered,  as  a  prize  to  the 
winner,  even  though  such  addition  shall  be  denominated  a  plate 
by  the  donor ; — such  race  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  sweep- 
stakes, and  not  a  plate. 
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RULES  AND  ORDERS 

OF  THB 

JOCKEY  CLUB. 


SNbwkabkbt,  1st  Not.  1831.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Stewards 
,  Members  of  the  Jockey  Club,  it  was  stated  that  much  uncer- 
tainty had  prevailed  with  regard  to  the  operation  of  the  rules  and 
orders  of  the  Jockey  Club,  and  therefore  it  was  thought  proper  to 
declare  that  they  apply  to  all  races  run  at,  and  engagements  made 
for,  Newmarket  onlt,  the  Jockey  Club  having  no  authority  to  ex- 
tend their  rules  and  orders  to  any  other  place,  although  they  have, 
for  the  sake  of  greater  uniformity  and  certainty,  recommended  the 
adoption  of  the  same  rules  to  the  Stewards  of  other  races. — ^And 
that  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club  will  not  receive  any  refer- 
ences of  disputes  from  any  places  except  those  at  which  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  Newmarket  shall  have  been  declared  to  be  in 
force  in  the  printed  articles  of  those  races.] 

1.  The  former  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  Jockey  Club  were  re- 
I)ealed  from  the  Slst  December,  1828,  and  the  following  Rules  and 
Orders,  with  such  additions  and  alterations  as  may  from  time  to 
time  be  made  therein,  are  substituted,  and  to  be  acted  upon. 

Respecting  the  Steuwrds, 

2.  The  three  Members  of  the  Jockey  Club  now  acting  as 
Stewards  shall  be  continued  in  their  office  till  the  next  annual 
meeting  of  the  Jockey  Club,  when  the  senior  Steward  (the  one 
who  has  been  the  longest  in  office)  shall  quit  his  situation  imme- 
diately after  settling  the  accounts  at  that  meeting,  and  shall  then 
name  a  Member  of  the  Jockey  Club  to  succeed  him,  subject  to  the 
approbation  of  the  remaining  Stewards  and  of  the  Members  of  the 
Jockey  Club  then  present ;  and  at  every  subsequent  annual  meet- 
ing the  then  senior  Steward  shall  in  like  manner  retire  and  name 
his  successor.

3.  If  any  difference  of  opinion  shall  arise  on  such  nomination,  ifc 
shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present ;  which  ma- 
jority must  indude  one  (at  least)  of  the  continuing  Stewiurds  ;  if 
both  the  continuing  Stewards  are  in  the  minority,  then  there  shall 
be  a  fresh  nomination. 

4.  If  any  of  the  Stewards  shall  die  or  resign  between  the  periods 
of  the  annual  meetings,  the  suryiving  or  continuing  Stewards  may 
apx>oint  a  Member  of  the  Club  to  succeed  the  deceased  or  dedining 
Steward,  and  to  stand  in  his  place  in  point  of  seniority  ;  but  such 
nomination  shall  be  notified  to  the  Club,  at  their  next  annual,  or  at 
any  special  meeting  to  be  called  for  the  purpose,  and  shall  then  be 
subject  to  the  like  approbation,  as  in  the  case  of  a  senior  Steward 
retiring  at  the  expiration  of  his  Stewardship. 

When  only  one  Steward  is  present,  and  neither  of  the  absent 
Stewards  shall  have  appointed  a  substitute,  the  Member  of  the 
Jockey  Club  present  who  has  last  serred  the  office  shall  act  ex 
officio. 

5.  All  disputes  relating  to  racing  at  Newmarket,  if  any  of  the 
parties  interested  should  request  the  interference  of  the  Stewards, 
shall  be  determined  by  the  three  Stewards  and  two  referees  (who 
shall  be  Members  of  the  Club)  one  to  be  chosen  by  each  of  the  par- 
ties concerned,  if  either  of  them  shall  desire  to  have  referees.  If 
only  two  Stewards  be  present,  they  shall  fix  upon  a  third  person, 
being  a  Member  of  the  Club,  in  lieu  of  the  absent  Steward ;  but 
the  Stewards,  if  they  think  fit,  may  call  in  any  other  Memb^s  of 
the  Jockey  Club  to  their  assistance,  or  may  refer  the  case  to  a 
general  meeting  of  the  Jockey  Club,  if  the  importance  or  difficulty 
of  the  matter  in  dispute  shall  appear  to  them  to  require  it 

6.  If  any  dispute  arising  elsewhere  than  at  Newmarket  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Stewards  ot  the  Jockey  Club,  and  they  shall  think 
fit  to  take  it  into  consideration,  the  matter  must  relate  to  Horse- 
racing,  the  facts  or  points  of  difierence  be  reduced  into  writing,  and 
be  sent  by  or  with  the  sanction  of  the  Stewards  where  the  matter 
in  question  occurred,  and  the  parties  must  agree  in  writing  to  abide 
by  the  decision  of  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  CHub. 

7.  The  three  Stewards,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  have  full  power 
to  make  such  regulations  as  they  may  think  proper  in  regard  to  the 
course  and  exercise  ground. 

8.  The  three  Stewards  shall  haye  the  power  of  appointing  such 
person  or  persons  as  they  may  choose,  to  keep  the  C>ofibe-room,  the 
Match-book,  receive  the  stakes,  and  collect  the  entrance-money 
and  all  other  funds  belonging  to  the  Jockey  Club ;  and  the 
Stewards  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Jockey  Club  for  all  the  money 
cdlected  as  belonging  to  the  Club.  They  shall  also  haye  the  power 
to  appoint  the  Judge  of  the  Races,  Clerk  of  the  CJourse,  or  any 
other  servants  of  the  Club. 
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9.  The  Stewards  shall  fix  the  hour  of  starting  for  each  race  by 
nine  o'clock  in  the  evening  preceding  the  day  of  running,  and 
notice  of  the  time  of  starting  is  to  be  fixed  up  in  the  Coffee-room 
immediately  afterwards. 

10.  The  Stewards  shall  produce  an  account  of  the  funds  and  dis- 
bursements of  the  Jockey  Club  at  the  annual  meeting  in  each  year. 

Respecting  the  Admission  of  New  Members. 
For  the  Jockey  Club, 

11.  Ballots  for  the  Jockey  Club  shall  take  place  in  the  Crayen, 
First  Spring,  Second  October,  and  Houghton  Meetings.  The  can- 
didate to  be  proposed  in  a  meeting  preyious  to  the  ballot,  or  in  case 
the  ballot  takes  place  in  the  Craven  Meeting,  that  notice  of  his 
being  a  candidate  shall  be  stated  in  the  Sheet  Calendar  published 
next  preceding  that  meeting,  and  also  put  up  in  the  Coffee-room  on 
the  Monday  in  that  meeting,  and  notice  to  be  given  in  writing,  and 
put  up  in  the  Coffee-room  on  what  day  the  ballot  will  take  place,  at 
least  one  day  before  the  time  of  balloting.  Nine  Members  (at  the 
least)  shall  ballot,  and  two  black  balls  shall  exclude. 

For  the  New  Rooms, 

12.  The  ballot  for  members  of  the  New  Rooms  may  be  in  any  of 
the  seven  established  meetings  at  Newmarket.  Each  candidate 
must  be  proposed  by  a  Member  of  the  Jockey  Club,  and  his  Chris- 
tian and  Surname  and  usual  place  of  abode,  with  the  name  of  the 
member  proposing  him,  put  up  in  the  Dining  and  Card-rooms,  at 
Newmarket  (or  in  such  other  place  as  the  Stewards  shall  appoint) 
on  the  day  preceding  the  ballot.  The  ballot  shall  be  in  the  morning, 
between  the  hours  of  eleven  and  one  ;  or  in  the  afternoon,  between 
the  hours  of  four  and  six.  Members  of  the  Jockey  Club  only  shall 
be  allowed  to  ballot.  Nine  members  (at  least)  shaJl  ballot,  and  two 
black  balls  shall  exclude.  If  eighteen  members  ballot,  there  must 
be  three  black  balls  to  exclude. 

13.  A  member  of  any  of  the  Clubs  in  St  James's  street,  known  by 
the  names  of  White's,  Brookes's,  and  Boodle's,  may  be  admitted  a 
member  of  the  New  Booms  without  ballot,  on  paying  the  same  sum 
for  his  admission,  and  the  same  subscription,  as  are  required  of 
members  chosen  by  ballot. 

For  the  Coffee-room, 

14.  The  ballot  for  members  of  the  Coffee-room  shall  be  in  the 
Coffee-room  at  Newmarket  (or  at  such  other  place  as  the  Stewards 
shall  appoint)  on  any  day  in  the  present  seven  established  Meetings, 
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between  the  hours  of  eleyen  and  one  o'clock  in  the  morning.  Each 
candidate  must  be  proposed  by  a  Member  of  the  Jockey  Club,  and 
his  Christian  and  Surname  and  usual  place  of  abode,  with  the  name 
of  the  member  proposing  him,  be  put  up  in  the  Cofiee>room  the  day 
before  the  ballot.  Members  of  the  Jockey  Club  only  can  ballot. 
Twelve  members  (at  least)  must  ballot,  and  two  black  balls  shall 
exclude. 

15.  Any  member  of  the  New  Booms  may  become  a  member  of 
the  Coffee-room,  on  signifying  his  wish  to  be  so  to  any  of  the  Ste- 
wards, or  to  the  keeper  of  the  Cofiee-room,  and  paying  for  his  ad-, 
mission  and  subscription,  as  members  chosen  by  ballot  are  required 
to  do. 

16.  A  person,  though  chosen,  shall  not  be  considered  as  a  member 
of  any  of  these  Clubs  until  he  shall  have  paid  the  usual  sums  for 
the  admission  and  subscription  of  a  new  member.  And  the  name 
of  CTery  member  whose  subscription  shall  be  in  arrear  for  one  year, 
shall  be  placed  orer  the  chimney-piece  in  the  New  Booms  and  in 
the  Coffee-room  at  Newmarket,  in  the  Craven  Meeting  of  each  year. 
And  if  such  arrear  be  not  paid  by  the  end  of  the  following  Second 
Spring  Meeting,  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  member,  and  shall  not  be 
again  admitted  as  a  member  until  his  arrears  be  paid,  and  until  he 
be  again  chosen  by  ballot. 

Any  member  of  White's,  Brookes^s,  and  Boodle's  (not  being  a 
member  of  the  New  Booms)  may  be  admitted  to  the  New  Booms 
and  Coffee-room  for  any  one  meeting,  without  any  other  charge 
than  the  payment  of  one  half-year's  subscription  to  each.  In  the 
event  of  such  person  attending  any  other  meeting  in  the  course  of 
the  same  year,  he  is  to  be  considered  as  a  member  of  the  New 
Booms,  and  liable  to  all  the  usual  charges. 

The  Subscription  to  the  New  Booms  and  Coffee-room,  and  all 
other  charges,  except  the  subscription  to  the  Jockey  Club,  are  paid 
half-yearly  ;  the  July  Meeting  to  be  included  in  either  half-year. 

If  any  foreigner  should  be  proposed  at  any  time  as  a  candidate 
for  the  New  Rooms  or  Coffee-room,  an  immediate  ballot  may  take 
place  for  such  election,  and  all  foreigners  who  are  elected  are  liable 
only  to  the  household  expenses. 


As  to  Nominations. 

17.  In  all  nominations  and  entrances  for  stakes,  subscriptions, 
and  plates  of  horses,  &c  which  have  not  started  before  the  time  of 
naming  or  entering,  the  sire,  dam,  and  grandam  of  the  horse,  &c. 
named  or  entered  must  be  mentioned,  if  known,  unless  the  dam  has 
a  name  whidi  is  to  be  found  in  the  Stud-Book  or  Bacing  Calendar, 
in  which  case  the  name  of  the  sire  and  dam  will  be  sufficient.  If 
the  horse,  &c.  named  or  entered  be  own  brother  or  sister  to  any 
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horse,  &c.  hsring-  a  name  in  the  Stnd-Book  or  Racing  Calendar,  it 
trill  be  sufficient  to  name  it  as  such.  If  the  dam  or  grandam  be 
sister  (but  which  sister  must  be  specified,  if  there  be  more  than 
one),  or  dam  or  grandam  of  any  horse,  &c.  haying  a  name  in  the 
Stud-Book  or  Racing  Calendar,  it  wUl  be  sufficient  to  mention  her 
as  such.  If  the  dam  or  grandam  is  not  known,  the  sire  of  the  horse, 
&c.  must  be  mentioned,  together  with  such  other  particulars  as  will 
be  sufficient  to  identify  the  animaL  If  a  horse  has  once  appeared 
in  the  Racing  Calendar  by  a  name  and  his  pedigree,  it  will  be  suffi- 
cient afterwards  to  mention  him  by  his  name  only,  even  though  he 
has  never  started.  If  the  dam  was  corered  by  mwe  than  one  stal^ 
lion,  the  names  of  all  of  them  must  be  mentioned. 

18.  If  any  horse,  &c.  shall  be  named  or  entered  without  beings 
identified  as  befq^  directed,  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  start  in  the 
race,  but  his  owner  shall  be  fiable  to  pay  the  forfeit,  or,  if  a  play  or 
pay  race,  the  whole  stake.  All  bets  on  a  horse  so  disqualified  for 
starting  9hall  be  roid. 

For  other  causes  of  disc^ualification,  see  rules  under  the  head  of 
stakes  and  bets. 

In  case  any  objection  to  the  qualification  of  a  horse  on  the  ground 
of  incorrect  pedigree  or  nomination  be  made  before  the  race  is  run, 
the  Stewards  shall  have  the  power  of  ordering  that  the  settlement 
on  such  race  shall  be  suspended  until  the  objection  shall  have  been 
investigated  ;  but  if  any  such  objection  be  made  after  the  race,  it 
shall  not  aflect  the  bets,  which  must  go  with  the  horse  that  comes 
in  first,  provided  that  he  is  of  the  right  age,  and  not  otherwise  dis- 
qualified by  the  laws  of  racing. 

19.  No  person  who  has  once  subscribed  to  a  stake  shall  be  allowed 
to  withdraw  his  name^  and  no  nomination  shall  be  altered  in  any 
respect  after  the  time  of  closing,  without  the  consent  of  all  the 
parties  in  the  race  being  first  obtained. 

20.  When  a  person  takes  a  nomination  ibr  a  stake,  in  which  the 
forfeit  is  to  be  declared  by  a  particular  time,  and  does  not  declare 
forfeit  by  the  time  fixed  in  the  article,  he  shall  thenceforth  be  con- 
sidered to  have  taken  the  engagement  on  himself,  and  his  name 
shall  be  substituted  for  that  of  the  original  subscriber. 

21.  When  any  person  enters  a  horse  in  a  fictitious  name,  the 
person  so  entering  must  be  held  responsible  for  the  stake  or  forfeit, 
exactly  as  if  such  horse  had  been  entered  in  his  own  name  ^  and  in 
the  event  of  the  forfeit  not  being  paid  at  the  proper  time,  the  per- 
son making  the  nomination  shall  have  his  name  posted  and  adver^ 
tised  in  the  usual  manner,  and  be  liable  to  all  the  penalties  of  a 
defaulter. 

22.  When  the  day  fixed  for  closing  or  naming  for  any  stake^  ot 
for  declaring  forfeit  or  produce,  shall  fall  on  Sunday,  suJiscriptioQfl, 
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irominations,  or  dedarationB  for  aach  stake  may  be  receired  on  the 
following  day,  proyided  that  there  is  an  interval  of  one  clear  day 
between  the  day  of  closing,  naming,  or  declaring,  and  the  day  of 
ranning. 

23.  In  every  sweepstakes  in  which  there  shaU  be  any  allowance 
of  weight  to  the  piodnoe  of  untried  horses  or  mares,  such  allowance 
shall  be  claimed  on  the  article  by  each  subscriber  before  the  expira- 
tion of  the  time  of  naming ;  and  if  not  so  claimed  no  allowance  shall 
be  made,  eren  though  the  horse  or  mare  should  prove  to  have  been 
untried  at  the  time  of  naming. 


Respecting  Stakes,  Forfeits,  and  Bets. 

24.  All  stakes  for  matches,  subscriptions,  and  sweepstakes,  shall 
be  made  before  the  hour  of  starting  for  the  first  race  of  the  day,  in 
cash,  bank-bills,  or  bankers*  notes,  payable  on  demand,  and  be  paid 
into  the  hands  of  the  person  appointed  by  the  Stewards  to  receive 
the  same  :  and  in  default  thereof  by  any  person,  he  shall  pay  the 
whole  stake  as  a  loser,  whether  his  horse  came  in  first  or  not,  imless 
such  person  shall  have  previously  obtained  the  consent  of  the  party 
or  parties  with  whom  he  is  engaged,  to  his  not  staking.  But  this 
rule  is  not  to  extend  to  bets,;whidi  are  to  be  paid  and  received  as  if 
no  such  omission  had  happened. 

When  any  person  has  more  than  one  nomination  in  a  stake,  he 
shall  not  be  allowed  to  start  any  horse  for  it  unless  the  forfeits  be 
paid  for  every  horse  which  does  not  start,  belonging  to  him,  or 
standing  in  his  name,  or  in  the  same  name  as  the  horse  which  runs, 
as  well  as  the  stakes  for  those  which  do. 

25.  A  day-book  shall  be  kept  by  the  person  appointed  by  the 
Stewards  to  receive  the  stakes,  in  which  shall  be  entered  an  account 
of  all  matches,  subscriptions,  and  sweepstakes,  to  be  run  for  •,  and 
as  the  di^rent  stakes  are  made,  they  shall  be  entered  therein  as 
paid. 

All  forfeits  or  money  paid  on  compromising  any  match  or 
sweepstakes  shall  bona  fide  be  entered  in  the  Day-book,  in  order 
that  all  betters  may  ascertain  in  what  proportion  they  are  to  pay 
toid  receive. 

26.  Five  pounds  per  cent,  shall  be  allowed  on  all  forfeits  under 
1002.  declared  to  the  Keeper  of  the  Match-book,  at  or  before  ten 
o'clock  the  evening  before  running  ;  and  if  the  forfeit  amount  to 
lOOZ.  and  upwards,  lOl.  per  cent,  shall  be  allowed.  All  forfeits  shall 
be  paid  before  twelve  o'clock  at  night  of  the  day  fixed  for  the  race, 
and  on  those  forfeits  which  shall  not  be  so  paid  the  deduction  for 
the  timely  declaration  of  such  forfeits  shall  not  be  allowed. 

No  horse  shall  be  considered  as  struck  out  of  his  engagement, 
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unless  the  owner,  or  some  person  aathorised  hy  him,  shall  gire  notice 
to  the  Keeper  of  the  Match-hook,  or  to  his  Clerk,  or  to  one  of  the 
Stewards  present. 

27.  No  person  shall  start  a  horse  for  any  race,  either  in  his  own 
name,  or  in  that  of  any  other  person,  unless  hoth  the  owner  and 
namer  of  such  horse  shall  hare  paid  aU  former  stakes  and  forfeits  to 
the  Keeper  of  the  Match-book  before  the  time  fixed  for  starting  for 
the  first  race  of  each  day  on  which  he  intends  to  start  his  horse. 
And  this  rule  shall  extend  to  forfeits  due  elsewhere  than  at  New- 
market, provided  a  notice  of  such  forfeits  being  due  shall  have  been 
delivered  to  the  Keeper  of  the  Match-book  by  ten  o'clock  in  the 
evening  preceding  the  day  of  running. 

No  horse  shall  start  for  any  race  unless  all  former  stakes  and  for- 
feits due  for  that  horse  shall  be  paid  before  the  time  fixed  for  starting 
for  the  first  race  of  the  day  on  which  such  horse  is  intended  to  run, 
provided  that  an  objection  to  such  horse  starting  shall  have  been 
made  by  ten  o'clock  in  the  evening  preceding  the  day  of  running, 
to  the  Keeper  of  the  Match-book. 

28.  A  list  of  all  stakes  and  forfeits  due  at  Newmarket,  or  else- 
where, shall  be  exhibited  in  the  Cofibe-room  at  Newmarket,  and  a 
similar  list  at  Messrs  Weatherby's  office,  in  London. 

The  Keeper  of  the  Match-book  shall  enter  upon  this  list  all 
stakes  and  forfeits  at  Newmarket  that  are  left  unpaid  at  the  expi- 
ration of  the  week  following  that  in  which  the  same  shall  have 
been  incurred. 

The  Stewards  or  Managers  of  races  elsewhere  are  recommended 
to  direct  the  person  appointed  to  receive  stakes  to  send  to  Messrs 
Weatherby  a  list  of  unpaid  forfeits,  as  soon  after  the  races  as  con- 
veniently may  be,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  placed  upon  the 
Forfeit  list,  and  if  the  stake-holder  shall  omit  to  make  such  last- 
menti<med  return  within  a  reasonable  time,  it  may  be  made  by  the 
respective  winners  of  the  races  for  which  the  forfeits  are  due 
These  returns  in  all  cases  to  be  made  in  writing,  and  signed  by  the 
parties  making  them. 

29.  In  case  any  forfeit  riiall  remain  unpaid  three  calendar  months 
firom  the  time  at  which  it  has  been  put  first  upon  the  list,  a  notice 
of  such  forfeit  being  due,  with  the  name  of  the  subscriber  to  tiie 
stake,  and  the  name  or  description  of  the  horse,  with  the  name,  or 
sufficient  desmption  of  the  stake^  and  the  amoont  of  the  forfeit, 
shall  be  advertised  in  every  succeeding  riieei  Bacin^  Calendar, 
until  Messrs  Weatherby  shall  receive  notice  in  writing  from  the 
stake-holder  at  the  place  where  the  forfeit  was  incuried,  or  from 
the  winner  of  the  race,  that  the  same  ia  paid,  or  until  it  shall  be 
paid  at  Messrs  Weatherby 's  office. 

No  person  whose  name  shaU  aj^tear  in  sodi  advertised  fist,  shall 
be  entitled  to  enter  or  name  a  hcntae  for  any  plate,  aweepstakesy  or 
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Bobscriptioii,  either  in  his  own  name  or  in  the  name  of  any  other 
person,  xmless  he  shall  pay  up  all  the  foifeits,  in  respect  of  which 
his  name  apx>ears  in  the  list,  hefore  the  expiration  o£  the  time  of 
naming  for  such  stake,  &c.  and  no  horse  which  appears  on  such 
list  shall  he  qualified  to  he  entered  for  any  race  whatever,  unless 
the  forfeits  mentioned  in  the  said  list  as  due  for  such  horse  shall 
be  paid  hefore  the  expiration  of  the  time  of  naming  or  entering  for 
sudi  race ;  and  no  horse,  whose  name  shall  appear  in  such  list, 
shall  he  qualified  to  start  for  any  race,  unless  the  aforesaid  forfeits 
shall  he  paid  before  the  time  fixed  for  starting  for  the  first  race  of 
the  day  on  which  such  horse  is  intended'to  run. 

30.  And  in  order  to  prevent  persons,  who  are  defaulters,  from 
evading  these  laws,  and  contmuing  to  engage  horses  by  the  use  of 
fictitious  names,  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club  shidl  have  the 
power  of  calling  upon  a  nominator  to  produce  satisfactory  testi- 
mony that  the  horse  named  is  not  the  property,  either  whoUy  or  in 
part,  of  any  person  whose  name  appears  in  the  advertised  list  of 
defaulters  ;  and  if  the  nominator  shall  fail  to  do  so,  the  Stewards 
may  cause  the  nomination  to  be  erased. 

31.  All  persons  whose  names  appear  on  the  list  of  defaulters  may 
be  warned  off*  the  Course,  at  the  discretion  of  the"  Stewards,  and 
prohibited  from  training  or  exercising  horses  on  any  part  of  the 
ground  in  the  occupation  of  the  Jockey  Club. 

32.  When  a  horse  is  sold  with  his  engagements,  or  any  part  of 
them,  and  a  notification  of  such  sale  is  delivered  to  the  Keeper  of 
the  Match-book,  the  seUer  shall  not  have  the  power,  after  the  de- 
livery of  such  notification,  of  striking  the  horse  out  of  the  engage- 
ments with  which  he  is  sold  ;  but,  as  the  original  subscriber  remains 
liable  to  the  respective  winners  for  the  amount  of  the  forfeits  in 
each  of  these  engagements,  he  may,  if  compelled  to  pay  them  by 
the  purchaser's  default,  place  the  forfeit  on  the  Forfeit  List  in  the 
usual  manner,  as  due  from  the  purchaser  to  himself;  and  until  this 
forfeit  is  repaid,  both  the  purchaser  and  the  horse  shall  remain 
under  the  same  disabilities  as  if  the  purchaser  had  been  the  original 
subscrib^.-^In  all  cases  of  sale  by  private  treaty  the  written  ac- 
knowledgment of  both  parties  that  the  horse  was  sold  with  the 
engagement,  shall  be  necessary  to  entitle  either  buyer  or  seller  to 
the  benefit  of  this  rule. 

33.  When  a  pmon  has  a  horse  engaged  in  the  name  of  another 
person,  and  is  entitled,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  to  start  the  horse 
for  such  engagement,  but,  in  consequence  of  the  namer  being  on  the 
list  of  defaulters,  should  be  prevented  from  starting  his  horse 
without  previously  paying  up  a  forfeit  to  which  he  was  not  other- 
wise liable,  he  may,  if  he  pay  this  forfeit,  start  his  horse,  leaving 
the  forfeit  on  the  list,  and  substituting  his  own  name  for  that  of 
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the  person  to  whom  it  was  preyionslj  due ;  and  if  he  shotdd  be 
compeUed  by  the  Laws  of  Racing  to  paj  any  forfeit,  which  had  not 
yet  been  put  upon  the  List,  he  may,  after  paying  the  amount  of  the 
forfeit,  have  it  put  upon  the  Forfeit  List  in  the  usual  manner,  as- 
due  to  himself. 

34.  If  any  bet  shall  be  made  from  signal  or  indication,  after  the 
race  has  been  determined,  such  bet  shall  be  considered  as  fraudulent 
and  void,  and  shall  not  be  paid.  And  if  any  servant  belonging  to 
a  member  of  this  society  snail  be  found  to  have  betted  from  any 
such  signal,  or  shall  be  concerned  in  making  any  such'  signal,  he 
shall  be  dismissed  from  his  service,  and  no  farther  employed  by  any 
member  of  this  society. 

35.  All  stakes  and  bets,  whether  expressed  to  be  in  guineas  or 
pounds,  shall  be  paid  in  pounds  sterling. 

36.  All  double  bets  shall  be  considered  as  play  or  pay  bets. 

37.  All  bets  depending  between  any  two  horses  shall  be  void  if 
those  horses  become  the  property  of  the  same  person,  or  of  his 
avowed  confederate,  subsequently  to  the  bets  being  made. 

38.  All  bets  between  particular  horses  shaU  be  void  if  neither  of 
them  happen  to  be  the  winner,  unless  agreed  by  the  parties  to  the 
contrary. 

39.  K  a  match  or  sweepstakes  be  made  for  any  particular  day  in 
any  race- week,  and  the  parties  agree  to  change  the  day  to  any  oihev 
in  the  same  week,  all  bets  must  stand  ;  but  if  the  parties  agree  to 
run  the  race  in  a  different  week,  all  bets  made  before  the  alteration 
shall  be  void. 

40.  When  the  riders  of  any  horses  brought  out  to  ran  for  any 
race  are  called  upon  by  the  person  appoint^  to  start  them,  to  take 
their  places  for  that  purpose,  the  owner  of  eY&ey  horse  whidi  comes 
up  to  the  post  shall  be  considered  as  liable  to  pay  his  whole  stake,  and 
all  bets  respecting  such  horses  sbaU  be  oonndered  as  play  &r  pay  bets. 

41.  When  any  better  has  be^  adjudged  to  be  a  de&ulter,  by  the 
Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Qub,  notice  shall  be  given  to  him  that  he 
will  not  be  permitted  any  longer  to  come  into  the  Co£fee-room  yard 
at  Newmarket,  nor  upon  the  Race  Coarse  there,  until  it  shall  havB 
been  certified  to  the  Keeper  of  the  Match-book,  by  his  several  ere* 
ditors,  that  their  chiims  have  been  satisfied;  and  if  after  such 
notice  he  should  disregard  the  prohibition,  it  shall  be  enforced 
against  him  by  the  usual  legal  process ;  at  the  expiration  of  the 
Spring  and  October  Meetings,  the  names  of  such  defaulters  shall 
be  communicated  to  Messrs  Tattersall,  in  order  that  they  may  also 
be  excluded  from  the  Betting-room  in  their  yard. 

The  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club  will  not  enitertain  uaj. 
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dtdm  emanating  from  a  penan  who  has  leoeiYed  the  abore-namecf 
notice,  iintil  the  claunB  upon  him  shall  be  certified  to  hare  been 
discharged. 

TriaU. 

42.  No  person  shall  try  the  horse,  &c  of  anj  other  person  than 
hia  declared  confederate,  withoat  giying  notice  of  such  trial  by 
inacrilnng  the  name  or  proper  description  of  the  horse,  &c.  tried, 
and  the  name  of  his  owner,  in  the  THal'book  kept  at  the  CofTee- 
room,  Newmarket,  within  one  hour  after  the  trial  has  taken  place, 
or  by  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning,  in  case  the  trial  shall  hare  taken 
place  at  an  earlier  hour ;  and  the  hour  of  running  sudi  trial,  and 
also  the  hour  of  making  the  entry,  shall  be  noted  in  the  Trial-book. 
And  in  case  any  trial  shall  not  be  entered,  the  groom  having  the 
care  of  the  horse  running  with  the  triid  horse,  aid  being  present  at 
the  trial,  or  if  not  present,  then  the  owner  of  any  horse  running 
with  such  trial  horse  shaU  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Stewards  of  the 
Jockey  Club  the  penalty  or  sum  of  lO/l  mr  erery  such  offence  ;  but 
the  Stewards  shaU  have  the  power  to  mitigate  such  penalty  to  not 
leas  than  5^  in  case  it  shall  fall  upon  any  groom. 

43.  Every  bet  made  upon  or  against  any  hone  running  in  a  trial, 
between  the  time  of  such  trial  and  the  entering  it  in  the  Trial>book, 
whether  it  be  entered  within  the  time  prescribed  or  not,  shall  be 
Toid. 

44.  Every  engagement  made  with  any  horse,  &c.  running  in  a 
trial  between  tl^  time  of  such  trial  and  the  entering  of  it  in  the 
Trial-book,  whether  it  be  entered  within  the  time  prescribed  or  not, 
ihaU  not  be  run,  but  the  owner  of  such  tried  horse  i^alt  be  consi- 
dei^  as  having  declared  forfeit,  and  be  liable  to  pay  the  forfeit 
accordingly,  uidess  his  opponents,  or  any  of  them,  shall  desire  to 
hold  him  to  his  engagement.  And  in  case  any  horse  so  tried  shall 
hare  started  for  and  won  any  race  made  subsequently  to  the  trial, 
and  before  the  entry  of  it  in  the  Trial-book,  his  owner  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  the  stake  so  won  ;  and  in  case  he  shall  have  actually 
received  it,  he  shall  pay  it  back  into  the  hands  of  the  stake-holder, 
who  shall  pay  it  over  to  the  owner  of  the  second  horse,  or,  in  case 
of  a  match,  shall  pay  it  over  to  the  owner  of  the  beaten  horse ;  but 
if  such  horse  shall  have  lost  such  race,  his  owner  shaU  not  be  en- 
titled to  claim  or  to  be  repaid  his  stake  or  deposit  for  such  race  f 
and  in  those  cases  such  dhiquafification  shall  arttach  to  the  horse, 
without  regard  to  any  change  of  the  property  in  him ;  and  if,  with 
respect  to  the  disqualification,  there  shall  be  any  difficulty  in  as- 
certaining the  horse  or  horses  tried,  the  owner  of  the  horse  or 
horses  so  tried  shall  be  bound,  on  the  request  of  the  Stewards,  to 
declare  to  them  which  of  his  horses  ran  in  such  trial,  and  in  case 
he  shall  decline  so  to  do,  the  Stewards  shall  have  the  power  to  fix 
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the  disqualiBcation  upon  any  one  ot  more  of  the  horses  of  such 
owner  at  their  option. 

45.  No  notice  of  trial  shall  be  required,  where  the  trial  is  run  at 
a  greater  distance  than  twenty-fite  miles  from  Kewmarket. 

46.  The  day,  with  respect  to  the  engaging  of  the  ground  for 
trials,  shall  be  divided  into  three  periods ;  that  is,  previously  to 
eight  o*clock  in  the  morning,  from  one  to  half-past  three  in  the 
ai&rnoon,  and  after  half-past  three  in  the  afternoon,  from  the  first 
day  of  the  Craven  Meeting  to  the  end  of  the  Houghton  Meeting  ) 
during  the  rest  of  the  year  the  first  period  extends  to  nine  o^dock 
in  the  morning.  No  trainer  shall  have  the  ground  for  trying  horses 
more  than  one  morning  and  one  portion  of  the  afternoon  in  the 
same  week,  and  trainers  having  less  than  ten  horses  shall  be 
allowed  to  have  the  ground  only  for  one  period  of  time. 

47.  Notice  for  engaging  the  ground  shall,  at  least  one  day  before 
the  day  it  is  used,  be  entered  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose 
at  the  Cofiee-room  in  Newmarket.  And  no  notice  or  warning 
shall  be  deemed  sufficient  Unless  given  as  before  directed. 

48.  If  any  person  shall  be  detected  in  watching  a  trial,  or  shall 
be  proved  to  have  employed  any  person  to  watch  a  trial,  he  shall 
be  served  with  notice  to  keep  off  the  heath  ;  and  if  in  the  employ- 
ment of  any  member  of  the  Club)  or  of  any  groom  or  rider  em- 
ployed by  any  member  of  the  Club,  he  shaU  be  dismissed  from  his 
service^  and  not  again  employed. 

The  Cup  and  Whip. 

49.  The  Cup  may  be  challenged  for  on  the  Monday  or  Tuesday 
in  the  first  Spring  Meeting  in  each  year ;  to  be  run  for  over  the 
B.  C.  on  Tuesday  in  the  First  October  Meeting  following,  by 
horses,  &c  the  property  of  members  of  the  Jockey  Club ;  four 
years  old  carrying  8st.  7Ib.  five  years  old,  9st.  2Ib.  six  years  old 
and  aged,  dst  6Ib.  Each  person,  at  the  time  of  challenging,  is  to 
subscribe  his  name  to  a  paper  to  be  hung  up  in  the  Cofl^ee-room  at 
Newmarket,  and  deliver  to  the  Keeper  of  the  Match-book  the  name 
or  description  of  the  horse,  &c  sealed  up,  which  shall  be  kept  till 
six  o'clock  on  the  Saturday  evening  of  that  week ;  and  if  not  ac- 
cepted*  or  only  one  challenger,  to  be  returned  unopened ;  but  if  ac- 
cepted, or  if  more  than  one  challenger,  to  be  then  opened  and  de- 
clared a  match  or  sweepstakes  for  200  sov.  eadi,  play  or  pay.  If 
the  challenge  be  not  accepted,  the  Cup  to  be  delivered  to  the 
Keeper  of  the  Match*>book,  in  the  Meeting  ensuing  the  challenge, 
for  the  person  who  may  become  entitled  to  the  same. 

50.  The  Whip  may  be  challenged  for  on  the  Tuesday  or  Wednes- 
day  in  the  Second  Spring,  or  on  Monday  or  Tuesday  in  the  Second 
October  Meeting  in  each  y^,  and  the  acoeptanoe  must  be  signified, 
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or  the  WHip  resigned,  before  the  end  of  the  same  Meeting.  If 
challenged  for  and  accepted  in  the  Spring,  to  be  run  for  on  the 
Tuesday  in  the  Second  October  Meethig  following ;  and  if  in  the 
October,  on  the  Thursday  in  the  Second  Spring  Meeting  following, 
B.C.,  weight  lOst  and  to  stake  200  sot.  each,  play  or  pay. 

The  £1  per  cent.  Plates. 

51.  The  stake-holder  shall  deduct  1/.  percent,  npon  all  sums  won 
at  Newmarket  in  sweepstakes  or  matches,  where  the  clear  sum  to 
be  received  by  the  winner,  over  and  abore  his  own  stake,  shall 
amoTint  to  lOOL  or  more  (unless  the  winner  shall  object  to  allowing 
sach  deduction  to  be  made),  and  the  money  so  raised  shall  be  dis- 
posed of  in  the  following  manner  ;  yiz. 

Two  handicap  plates  of  100/.  each,  for  fbnr,  fiTe^  six  years  old^ 
and  aged  horses,  shall  be  annually  given  to  be  run  for  ;  one  in  the 
Second  October  Meeting,  A.  F.,  and  the  other  in  the  Houghton 
Meeting,  from  the  D.  L  And  if  any  horse-keeper  shall  object  to 
contribute  to  the  above  fund,  he  will  not  be  allowed  to  start  a  horse 
for  either  of  those  plates. 

I%e' Stake-holder  at  Newmarket* 

52.  The  stake-holder,  at  Newmarket,  shall  be  allowed  to  retaidi 
out  of  the  stakes  in  his  hands,  the  following  fees,  for  his  trouble } 
viz. 

For  every  match,  one  pound. 

For  every  plate,  one  pound. 

For  every  subscription  or  sweepstakes,  where  the  whole  stake 
exceeds  1002.  and  does  not  amount  to  1000/.,  two  pounds. 

For  every  sweepstakes,  where  the  whole  stake  amoimts  to  lOOO/* 
or  upwards,  five  pounds. 

Relating  to  other  Matters  not  before  specified, 

53.  If  for  any  plate,  sweepstakes,  or  subscription,  the  first  two 
horses  shall  come  in  so  near  together  that  the  Judge  shall  not  be 
able  to  decide  which  won,  those  two  horses  shall  run  for  such  prize 
over  again,  half  an  hour  after  the  last  race  on  the  same  day  ;  the 
other  horses  which  started  shall  be  deemed  losers,  and  be  entitled 
to  their  respective  places,  as  if  the  race  had  been  &ially  determined 
the  first  time. 

54.  Every  person  who  shall  ride  for  a  race  at  Newmarket  shall 
be  weighed  immediately  after  the  same,  and  shall  be  allowed  2fl^. 
above  the  weight  spedfled  &xr  hi*  horse  to  oaxtf^  and  no  more^ 
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nnlesd  the  weight  he  actually  rode  be  declared  as  the  weight  heln- 
tended  to  ride ;  and  if  any  horse  shall  carry  more  than  2  lb.  aboye 
his  weight  without  a  declaration  having  been  made  by  the  jockey 
or  the  owner  of  the  horse,  or  by  his  servant,  to  the  Steward  or 
Keeper  of  the  Match-book  at  least  one  hour  before  the  time  fixed 
for  the  first  race  of  the  day,  then  such  horse  shall  not  be  considered 
the  winner  of  the  race,  even  though  he  should  come  in  first,  but 
shall  be  placed  as  the  last  horse  in  the  race,  and  his  owner  shidl 
pay  the  stake  as  for  a  beaten  horse  ;  and  whether  the  horse  comes 
in  first  or  not  the  jockey  shall  be  fined  5L  for  his  neglect,  and  shall 
not  be  allowed  to  ride  in  a  public  race  at  Newmarket  until  the  said 
fine  be  paid. 

55.  The  person  appointed  by  the  Stewards  to  weigh  the  jockiet. 
shall,  immediately  after  each  day's  race,  report  to  the  Keeper  of 
the  Match-book  how  much  each  horse  carried,  where  he  carried 
more  than  21b.  above  the  specified  weight.  And  the  Keeper  of  the 
Match-book  is,  as  soon  after  as  may  l^  to  communicate  such  re- 
port to  the  Stewards,  or  one  of  them.  And  the  weight  each  horse 
actually  carried,  if  more  than  2Ib.  above  his  weight,  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  the  first  list  printed  after  the  race,  and  also  in  the  ac- 
count published  in  the  Badng  Calendar. 

56.  Every  groom  shall  have  his  horse  at  the  post,  ready  to  start, 
within  five  minutes  of  the  time  appointed  by  the  Stewards.  And 
every  jockey  is  to  be  there,  ready  to  start,  within  the  same  time. 
And  every  groom  and  jockey  making  default  herein  shall  forfeit 
5/.,  to  be  paid  to  the  Keeper  of  the  Match-book*  and  by  him  ac- 
counted for  to  the  Stewards. 

57.  The  person  appointed  to  start  the  horses  shall  mark  in  his 
list  the  time  when  the  horses  in  each  race  actually  started  ;  and  if 
there  have  been  any  false  starts,  the  first  of  them  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  the  time  of  startii^g  for  that  race.  And  he  shall  make  a 
report  thereof  to  the  Keeper  of  the  Match-book  in  the  afternoon  of 
the  day  the  races  are  run.  And  if  any  delay  beyond  the  allowed 
time  shall  have  taken  place,  he  shall  state  by  whom,  or  by  what 
cause,  the  delay  was  occasioned.  He  shall  regulate  his  watch  by 
the  Cofiee-room  dock,  which  shall  be  considered  as  the  true  time 
for  this  purpose. 

The  person  appointed  to  start  the  horses  has  authority  to  order 
the  jockies  to  draw  up  in  a  line  as  fiir  bdiind  the  starting-post  as 
he  may  think  necessary  ;  and  any  jockey  disobeying  the  orders  of 
the  starter,  or  taking  any  unfair  advantage,  shall  be  liabte  to  be 
fined  in  such  sum,  not  exceeding  5t,  as  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey 
Club  may  think  fit  to  inflict 

58.  If  any  horse,  &c.  intended  to  be  entered  for  any  plate  or 
subscription,  where  entrance  is  required,  shall  be  engaged  to  ran  on 
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the  day  of  entranoe,  he  shaU  Dot  be  obliged  to  show  at  the  time  of 
entrance  ;  but  if  he  haTe  not  before  ran  at  Newmarket,  he  shall 
show  at  the  place  of  entrance,  within  one  hour  after  bis  engage- 
ments are  over.  But  no  horse  that  has  before  mn  at  Newmarket 
need  be  shown  at  the  time  of  entrance,  or  afterwards. 

59.  When  any  match  is  made  in  which  crossing  and  jostling  are 
not  mentioned,  they  shall  be  understood  to  be  bamd. 

60.  When  any  match  or  sweepstakes  shall  be  made,  and  no 
weight  mentioned,  the  horses  shall  carry  Sst.  71b.  each.  And  if  any 
weight  is  giren,  the  highest  weight  shall  be  Sst.  7B>. 

61.  When  any  match  or  sweepstakes  shall  be  made,  and  no 
course  mentioned,  the  course  shall  be  that  which  is  usually  run  by 
horses  of  the  same  age  as  those  engaged ;  Tiz. 

If  yearlings,  the  Yearling  Ck>urse. 
If  2  years  old,  the  Two  years  old  Course. 
If  3  years  old,  Rowley's  Mile. 
If  4  years  old.  Ditch  in.    And 
If  5  years  old  and  upwards,  Beacon  Ck>urse. 
And  if  the  horses  should  be  of  different  ages,  the  course  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  age  of  the  youngest. 

62.  The  Keeper  of  the  Match-book  shall  charge  the  proprietors 
of  such  horses  as  receive  forfeit,'and.  shall  be  excused  ^m  ap- 
pearing, with  the  same  fees  for  weights  and  scales  as  if  they  had 
come  over  the  course. 

63.  Towards  defraying  the  expense  of  repairing  the  course  and 
exercise  ground,  one  guinea  annually  shaU  be  paid  in  respect  of 
every  race-horse  that  shall  be  trained  or  exerdsed,  or  that  shall 
run  any  private  trial  or  public  race  thereon.  And  the  same  shall 
be  paid  by  the  stable-keeper  or  servant  having  the  care  of  such 
horse,  and  be  charged  by  him  to  the  owner  <^  such  horse.  The 
Stewards  shall  make  such  orders  as  they  think  fit  relative  to  the 
returns  to  be  made  by  the  stable-keepers  or  servants  of  the  horses 
under  their  care,  and  if  any  such  stable-keeper  or  servant  shall 
£eu1  to  make  a  true  return  according  to  this  order,  he  will  be  sur- 
charged one  guinea  for  each  horse  omitted  in  his  list. 

N.B. — At  present  all  trainers  are  required  to  send  in  on  the  1st 
of  February  a  list  of  the  horses  which  have  been  under  their 
charge  from  the  Ist  of  January,  and  on  the  1st  of  every  succeeding 
monUi  a  list  of  any  additional  horses  that  have  been  under  their 
care  since  the  preceding  return. 

64.  If  in  running  for  any  race  one  horse  shall  jostle  or  cross 
another,  such  horse  and  every  horse  belonging  to  the  same  owner, 
or  in  which  he  shall  have  a  share,  running  in  the  same  race,  shall 
be  disqualified  for  winning  the  race,  whether  such  jostle  or  cross 
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happened  by  the  swerring  of  the  hone,  or  bj  the  foul  and  careless 
riding  of  the  jockey,  or  otherwise  ;  and  where  one  horse  crosses 
the  track  of  another  next  behind  him,  it  shall  be  deemed  a  suffi- 
cient canse  of  complamt,  even  though  he  be  a  dear  length,  or  more, 
before  the  horse  whose  track  he  crosses,  it  being  desirable  that, 
when  once  the  jockey  has  taken  his  ground,  he  should  not  prevent 
any  other  jockey  from  coming  up,  either  on  his  right  or  left  hand. 
And  if  such  cross  or  jostle  shall  be  proved  to  have  happened 
through  the  foul  riding  of  the  jockey,  he  shall  be  disqualified  from 
again  riding  at  Newmarket :  or  shall  be  punished  by  fine  or  sus- 
pension for  a  time,  as  the  Stewards  shall  think  fit ;  it  being  abso- 
lutely necessary,  as  well  for  the  safety  of  the  jockies  themselves  as 
for  satisfaction  of  the  public,  that  foul  riding  should  be  punished 
by  the  severest  x>enalties. 

65.  AU  complaints  of  foul  riding  must  be  made  before,  or  at  the 
time,  the  jockey  complaining  is  weighed  ;  and  it  may  be  made  either 
by  the  owner,  jockey,  or  groom  of  the  horse,  to  one  of  the  Stewards, 
to  the  Keeper  of  the  Match-book,  to  the  Judge  of  the  race,  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Course,  or  to  the  person  appointed  to  weigh  the 
jockies. 

66.  In  naming  or  entering  for  any  race  where  there  shall  be  any 
particular  conditions  required  as  a  qualification  to  start,  it  shall  be 
sufficient  if  the  horse  were  qualified  at  the  expiration  of  the  time 
allowed  for  naming  or  entering,  and  he  shall  not  be  disqualified  by 
anything  which  may  happen  after  the  expiration  of  that  time, 
unless  so  specified  in  the  article;  and  if  any  additional  weight  is  to 
be  carried  by  horses  which  have  won  one  or  more  plates  or  races 
within  the  year,  it  shall  be  construed  to  mean  the  year  of  our  Lord. 

67.  Where  it  is  made  a  condition  of  any  plate  or  subscription  that 
the  winner  shall  be  sold  for  any  given  sum,  the  owner  of  the  second 
horse  being  first  entitled,  &c  no  other  person  than  one  who  ran  a 
horse  in  the  race  shall  be  entitled  to  claim.  The  horse  claimed 
shall  not  be  delivered  till  he  is  paid  for  ;  and  he  must  be  paid  for 
on  the  day  of  the  race,  otherwise  the  party  claiming  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  demand  the  horse  at  any  future  period ;  but  nevertheless 
the  owner  of  the  winning  horse  may  insist  upon  the  claimant  taking 
and  paying  for  the  horse  claimed. 

68.  When  the  qualification  of  any  horse  is  objected  to  by  ten 
o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  day  of  starting,  the  owner  must  pro- 
duce a  certificate,  or  other  proper  document,  to  the  Steward,  or 
Clerk  of  the  Course,  or  to  the  Keeper  of  the  Match-book,  if  the  case 
happen  at  Newmarket,  before  the  race  is  run,  to  prove  the  qualifi- 
cation of  the  horse  ;  and  if  he  shall  start  his  horse  without  so  doing, 
the  prize  shall  be  withheld  for  a  period  to  be  ^ed  upon  by  the 
Stewards,  at  the  expiration  of  whicl^  time,  if  the  quaMcation  be 
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not  proTed  to  l^e  satisfaction  of  the  Stewards,  he  shall  not  be  en- 
titled to  the  prize,  though  his  horse  shall  have  oome  in  first ;  but 
it  shall  be  given  to  the  owner  of  the  second  horse.  When  the  quali- 
fication of  a  horse  is  objected  to  after  that  time,  the  person  making 
the  objection  must  prove  the  disqualification. 

69.  It  is  expected  that  every  member  of  the  dubs  at  Newmarket, 
and  every  person  running  or  training  horses  at  Newmarket,  shall 
consider  themselves  amenable  to  these  rules,  and  such  others  as  the 
Stewards  may  &om  time  to  time  think  fit  to  adopt  for  the  better  re- 
gulation of  racing  at  Newmarket.  And  all  trainers,  jockies,  grooms, 
and  servants  of  such  persons  are  strictly  enjoined  to  observe  the 
same.  And  if  any  trainer,  jockey,  groom,  or  servant  shall  be  proved 
to  have  been  guilty  of  any  infraction  of  these  rules  or  orders,  or  any 
of  them,  he  will  be  punished  by  the  Stewards  to  such  extent  as  they 
may  think  the  case  requires,  and  in  such  manner  as  they  may  have 
the  power  to  enforce. 

70.  All  disputes  referred  to  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club  will 
be  adjudged  according  to  their  published  Rules  and  Orders,  where 
any  of  them  are  applicable  to  the  case  submitted  to  them  ;  and 
where  not,  according  to  the  established  rules  of  racing. 

71.  In  all  handicaps  at  Newmarket,  when  thq  highest  weight  ac- 
cepting is  under  8st.  71b.  it  shall  be  raised  to  8st.  7 lb.  and  the  others 
in  proportion. 

72.  No  rule,  or  alteration  of  a  rule  of  the  Jockey  Club,  shall  take 
effect  tiU  it  has  been  published  in  the  Racing  Calendar,  unless  spe- 
cially ordered  to  the  contrary  at  the  time  the  said  rule  or  alteration 
is  adopted. 


At  a  Meeting  of  the  Jockey  Club,  held  on  Wednesday  in  the 
Houghton  Meeting,  1836,  it  was  resolved,  that  in  fUture  the  Stew- 
ards should  have  the  power,  in  cases  of  urgent  necessity,  of  putting 
off  the  races  from  day  to  day,  and  that  all  bets  on  such  races  should 
stand. 

At  a  Meeting  of  the  Jockey  Club,  held  on  Thursday  in  the  Se- 
cond October  Meeting,  1838,  which  was  very  numerously  attended, 
it  was  unanimously  resolved: — 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Club  that  it  is  necessary  to  declare 
their  extreme  disapprobation  of  horses  being  started  for  races 
without  the  intention,  on  the  part  of  their  owners,  of  trying  to 
win  them. 

That  no  horse,  though  coming  in  first,  shall  hereafter  be  deemed 
the  winner  of  any  plate,  match,  or  sweei)stakes,  whether  handicap 
or  not,  who  shall  be  proved  to  have  run,  or  to  have  continued 
to  run,  under  a  false  description,  and  such  disqualification  shall 
remain  in  force  until  his  proper  pedigree  shall  be  ascertained  and 
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recorded.  But  no  such  objection  to  the  qualification  of  a  hone 
shall  be  receiyed  after  the  lapse  of  twelre  months  from  the  time 
of  running. 

At  a  Meeting  of  the  Jockey  Club,  held  on  the  16th  of  October, 
1838,  it  was  resolved,  that  any  member  of  a  Racing  Clu^  riding  in 
with  the  leading  horses  in  a  race,  shall  be  fined  to  the  amount  of 
25  SOY.  and  all  other  persons  to  the  amount  of  5  soy.  ^ 

At  a  Meeting  of  the  Jockey  Club,  held  at  Newmarket  on  Wed- 
nesday the  12th  of  October,  1842,  it  was  unanimously  resolYed — 

That  the  Jockey  Club,  and  the  Stewards  thereof^  will  henceforth 
take  no  cognizance  of  any  disputes  or  cUdms  in  respect  to  bets. 

They  would  recommend  all  persons  having  disputes  thereupon  to 
decide  the  same  by  referees,  one  to  be  chosen  by  each  of  the 
parties,  and  the  two  to  select  a  third. 

At  a  Meeting  of  the  Jockey  Club,  held  on  Saturday,  June.  15th, 
1844,  it  was  resolved,  that  the  Stewards  of  Newmarket  for  the  time 
being  should  act  conjointly  with  the  Stewards  of  Epsom  in  the 
management  of  Epsom  Races. 

MEETING  OP  THB  JOCKEY  CLUB,  Monday,  June  17,  1844. 

The  Members  of  the  Jockey  Club  having  assembled  to  take  Into 
consideration  some  circumstances  which  have  lately  occurred  on 
the  Turf,  and  which  seem  urgenUy  to  require  that  the  attention  of 
the  Club  should  without  delay  be  directed  to  them,  have  come  to 
the  following  resolutions: — 

1st  That  cases  have  occurred  in  which  persons  have  fraudulently 
entered  to  run  for  stakes,  which  by  the  published  oonditiuns 
were  limited  to  horses  of  a  specified  age,  horses  above  the  age 
so  specified ;  gaining  for  the  horses  so  entered  an  unfair  aid- 
vantage  over  their  competitors,  and  thus  races  have  been  won 
by  horses  which  were  in  reality  not  qualified  to  start. 

2nd.  It  appears  to  the  Club  that  such  proceedings  not  only  tend 
to  defraud  the  owners  of  those  horses  which  would  otherwise 
have  been  winners,  but  are  calculated  to  inflict  an  injury  upon 
the  Turf  by  bringing  racing  into  disrepute,  and  by  deterring 
honourable  men  from  entering  into  a  competition,  in  which  they 
run  the  risk  of  being  encountered  by  such  dishonest  rivals. 

3rd.  That  the  Club,  as  patrons  of  racing,  have  in  this  matter  a 
direct  interest  separate  from  that  of  ti^e  individuals  who  may 
happen  to  be  sufierers  by  such  frauds ;  and  that  it  behoves  them 
to  take  care  that  in  all  such  cases  the  law  by  which  such  frauds 
are  pimishable  should  be  duly  enforced.  But  it  may  frequently 
happen  that  the  individuals  upon  whom  such  frauds  have  been 
practised  may,  on  application  to  the  Stewards  of  the  Race 
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obtain  Tedlress,  so  fiir  as  regards  the  payment  of  the  stakes, 
and  being  content  with  this,  may  not  choose  to  incur  the  trou* 
ble  and  expense  of  prosecuting  ^e  offendine  parties,  and  thus 
such  parties,  or  other  parties  of  a  similar  description,  may  be 
induced  by  the  e^qiectation  of  impunity  to  repeat  attempts  of 
the  same  kind. 

4th.  That  in  all  cases  in  which  it  shall  be  established  to  the 
satis^Bu^tion  of  the  Jockey  Club  that  a  fraud  has  been  practised, 
or  attempted,  by  any  person  in  regard  to  the  entering  or  run- 
ning any  horse  for  any  race,  or  that  any  other  fraudulent  pro- 
oee^g,  which  is  punishable  by  law,  has  taken  place  in  regard 
to  any  race,  the  Jockey  Club  shall,  if  they  think  fit,  with  the 
consent  of  l^e  party  aggrieyed  (in  case  such  party  should  de- 
cline to  prosecute),  take  such  steps  as  may  be  recommended  by 
proper  legal  advisers,  for  the  purpose  of  inflicting  on  the 
offenders  the  punishment  to  which  they  have  rendered  them- 
selves  liable. 

5th.  When  the  age  or  qualification  of  a  horse  is  objected  to,  either 
before  or  after  running,  for  any  race  in  which  he  is  engaged, 
the  Stewards,  or  those  whom  they  may  appouit,  being  Mem- 
bers of  the  Jockey  Club,  shall  have  power  to  order  an  examin- 
ation of  the  horse's  mouth,  by  competent  persons,  and  to  call 
for  all  sudi  evidence  as  they  may  require,  and  their  decision 
shall  be  final ;  unless  they  shall  think  fit  to  recommend  that 
the  question  in  dispute  be  carried  into  a  Court  of  Law. 

6th.  If  a  horse  shall  run,  or  be  brought  to  run,  in  any  race  in 
England,  or  dsewhere,  and  it  shall  be  proved  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Stewards,  or  of  those  whom  they  may  appoint,  that  the 
horse  was  not  of  the  age  represented,  the  owner,  or  part  owner, 
trainer,  groom,  or  person  having  the  care  of  such  horse  at  the 
time,  sluill  be  for  ever  disqualified  from  running  or  training 
any  horse  where  the  rules  of  the  Jockey  Club  apply,  and  from 
bemg  employed  by  any  member  of  the  said  Club. 

7th.  No  horse  foaled  out  of  the  United  Kingdom  shall  be  entered 
for  any  race  where  the  rules  of  the  Jockey  Club  prevail,  unless 
the  owner  shall  at  the  time  of  naming  produce  to  the  p^erson 
appointed  to  receive  such  nomination,  and  leave  with  him,  a 
oerdficate  from  some  racing  club  of  the  country  where  the 
horse  was  foaled,  or  from  the  mayor  or  other  public  officer  of 
the  district,  stating  the  age,  pedigree,  and  colour  of  the  horse, 
and  the  marks  by  which  it  is  distinguished. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Jockey  Club  held  June  7, 1845,  it  was  una- 
nimously resolved, 

That  if  a  horse  shall  fraudulently  run  or  be  entered  to  run  for  any 
race  by  a  false  description,  such  horse  shall  be  thenceforth  dis- 
qualified for  numing  in  any  race. 
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At  a  ntunerooB  meeting  of  the  Jockey  Club  held  at  Newmarket 
on  Tuesday,  in  the  Second  October  Meeting,  1845,  it  was  resolved. 

That  the  unanimous  thanks  of  the  Jockey  Club  be  rendered  to  his 
Grace  the  Duke  of  Richmond,  ICG.  for  his  Grace*B  indefatigable 
exertions  and  eminent  services  in  the  House  of  Lords,  whereby 
many  obsolete  statutes  which  threatened  destruction  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  Turf  have  been  repealed,  and  the  remaining 
laws  in  regard  to  horse*racing  put  upon  a  safe  and  satisfactory 
footing. 

Besolred, 
That  the  Standing  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  Jockey  Club  be  bus* 
pended,  in  order  to  the  election,  by  open  voting,  of  Viscount 
Falmerston  as  a  Free  Memb^  of  the  Jockey  Club. 

Resolved, 
That  Viscount  Falmerston  be,  and  his  Lordship  is  hereby  elected 
an  Honorary  Member  of  the  Jockey  Club. 

Resolved, 
That  the  unanimous  thanks  of  the  Jockey  Club  be  offered  to  the 
Right  Hon.  Viscount  Pahnerston,  for  the  invaluable  services 
which  his  Lordship  rendered  to  the  interests  of  the  Turf  in 
regard  to  a  revision  of  the  laws  affecting  the  same,  and  that  his 
Lordship  be  requested  to  become  an  Honorary  Member  of  the 
Jockey  Club,  having  been  elected  unanimously  by  a  suspension 
of  their  rules. 

Resolved, 
That  these  resolutions  be  forwarded  by  the  Stewards  respectively 
to  his  Grace  the  Xhike  of  Richmond,  K.G.  and  to  the  Right 
Honourable  Viscount  Falmerston,  and  published  in  the  Book 
Calendar. 

Resolved, 
That  no  races  for  Gentlemen  riders  be  allowed  at  Newmarket  during 
the  regular  Meetings,  without  the  sanction  of  the  Stewards,  and 
that  in  the  event  of  such  sanction  being  obtained,  these  races  be 
the  first  or  last  of  the  day. 


Buring  the  October  Meetings,  1844,  an  investigation  took  place 
into  the  conduct  of  Samuel  Rogers,  with  respect  to  the  late  Mr 
Crockford's  horse,  Ratan,  which  ran  for  the  Derby  stakes  at  Epsom 
in  1844,  the  result  of  which  inquiry  was  that  Samuel  Rogers  and 
John  Braham  were  warned  off  the  Course  and  exercising  ground 
at  Newmarket,  and  also  that  Samuel  Rogers  was  dedaied  to  be 
unfit  ever  to  ride  or  train  again  for  any  Member  of  the  Jockey 
Club,  either  at  Newmarket,  or  at  any  place  where  their  mlM  ana 
regulations  are  in  force. 
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The  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club  haying  attended  at  Messrs 
Weatherby's  office  in  Burlington  street  on  Saturday  the  3lBt  of 
May,  and  by  acijoumment  on  Monday  the  2hd  of  June,  to  hear  a 
chu^  brought  by  Mr  Gully  against  Mr  J.  F.  Bloodsworth  and 
William  Stebbings  of  haying  conspired  to  bet  against  Old  England 
for  the  Derby,  in  connexion  with  William  Day,  and  through  infor- 
mation clandestinely  deriyed  from  him,  and  subsequently  to  lame 
or  by  other  means  to  preyent  the  said  horse  running  for  that  race, 
haying  heard  the  confession  of  William  Day,  and  the  eyidence  of 
William  Barrett,  jim.  and  of  John  Day,  sen.  are  satisfied  that 
Messrs  Bloodsworth  and  Stebbings  did  conspire  to  bet  against  Old 
England  ;  that  communication  was  kept  up  by  Stebbings  writing 
letters  through  Bloodsworth  to  William  Day,  which  letters  were 
sent  under  coyer  to  William  Barrett,  jun.  of  Stockbridge,  for  seyerid 
months.  It  appeared  that  William  Day  and  William  Barrett,  jun. 
did  on  different  occasions  meet  Stebbings  at  BloodswortVs  house  in 
London,  and  at  other  places,  to  carry  out  their  plans.  It  was  also 
positiyely  stated  by  William  Day  and  William  Barrett  that  Steb- 
bings did  at  Bloodsworth's  house  recommend  that  the  horse's  foot 
should  be  bruised  by  striking  it  with  a  hard  stone,  or  by  tying  a 
handkerchief  round  the  leg,  and  striking  the  sinew  with  a  stick, 
and  if  that  was  not  sufficient,  that  he,  Stebbings,  could  easily  get 
a  powder,  which,  being  mixed  with  the  com,  would  stop  him.  They 
added  that  Bloodsworth  was  ayerse  to  the  last  part  of  this  propo- 
sal, saying  it  was  a  lagging  affair.  Messrs  Bloodsworth  and  Steb- 
bings denied  the  whole  story  of  haying  desired  William  Day  to 
maim  the  horse,  but  admitted  that  they  had  betted  largely  against 
Old  England,  in  consequence  of  the  information  they  had  obtained 
from  William  Day  ;  and  Stebbings  acknowledged  that  he  had  re- 
oeiTed  full  information  from  William  Day  for  seyeral  years  as  to 
the  qualities  and  condition  of  horses  in  John  Day's  stables,  and 
had  betted  largely  for  himself  and  for  William  Day  in  consequence 
of  such  information. 

The  Stewards  therefore  order— 

That  J.  E.  Bloodsworth,  WiDiam  Stebbings,  and  William  Day 
be  warned  off  the  Course  at  Newmarket,  and  out  of  the 
Coffee-room  yard  there  ;  and  that  William  Day  be  not  per- 
mitted to  ride  in  any  race  at  Newmarket. 

They  also  recommend  the  proprietors  and  stewards  of  all  race- 
courses where  the  rules  of  the  Jockey  Club  are  in  force,  to 
preyent  them  from  appearing  on  such  courses.

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The  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Clab,  aisisted  by  the  Malqnia  of 
Normanby  and  CoL  Peel,  haTingmet  on  Saturday  the  14th  of  June, 
and  again,  by  adjournment,  on  Tuesday  the  1 7th,  and  Wednesday 
the  18th,  to  inquire  into  a  charge  preferred  against  Mr  Crommelin, 
oame  to  the  following  decision  :— 

**  We  have  examined  into  the  charge  against  Mr  Crommelln,  of 
haying  offered  John  Day,  jun.  a  krge  bribe  to  procure  the  defeat 
of  the  horse  then  called  the  Melody  colt,  in  the  Derby  of  184a 
This  charge  founded  upon  a  statement  made  to  Mr  EtwaU,  the  pro- 
prietor of  the  horse,  by  John  Day,  jun.  was  supported  onl^  by  his 
own  evidence,  which  we  find  to  be  utterly  unworthy  of -belief,  con- 
tradicted as  it  was  on  many  important  points  by  letters  in  his  own 
handwriting  of  that  date,  addressed  to  Blr  Crommelin,  and  produced 
by  him. 

<'  It  haying  been  necessary  for  Mr  Crommelin's  defence,  that  ho 
should  place  these  letters  in  eyidence  before  us,  we  further  find 
&om  their  contents,  that  subsequent  to  this  period  both  John  Day, 
sen.  and  John  Day,  jun.  had  not  only  continued  but  increased  their 
intimacy  with  Mr  Crommelin,  whom  one  accused  and  the  other 
belieyed  capable  of  such  atrocious  yillany,  and  that  to  this  per- 
son John  Day,  jun.  was  in  the  habit  of  confldhig  the  secrets  of  the 
stable. 

<*The  nature  of  this  connexion  appears  to  us  to  haye  been  dis- 
creditable to  all  the  parties  concern^  but  considering  the  length 
of  time  that  has  elapsed  since  these  transactions  occurred,  we  thhik 
it  unnecessary  now  to  take  any  further  steps  with  respect  to  this 
part  of  the  case,  than  to  giye  the  strongest  expression  of  our  opin- 
ion, that  such  a  connexion  as  has  been  established  is  calculated  to 
destroy  that  confidence  in  the  faithM  attention  of  public  trainers 
to  the  legitimate  interests  of  their  several  masters,  on  the  security 
of  which  the  continued  prosperity  of  the  Turf  can  alone  rest. 

"John  Day,  jun.  having  before  us  endeavoured  to  support  a 
criminal  charge  by  wilM  falsehood,  we  direct  that  he  be  warned 
off  the  Course  at  Newmarket  and  out  of  the  Coffee-room  yard 
there,  and  be  not  permitted  to  ride  in  any  race  at  Newmarket 

**  We  idso  recommend  the  proprietors  and  Stewards  of  all  race- 
courses where  the  rules  of  the  Jockey  Qub  are  in  force,  to  prevent 
him  from  appearing  on  such  Courses.

CASE  L 

A,  B,  and  C  run  for  a  subscription,  the  best  of  heats.  Att ins  the 
first  heat,  B  the  xeconcf.— C's  rider,  after  saying  his  distance  the 
(Becond  heat,  dismonnts  between  the  Distance-post  and  the  end,  but 
remounts,  rides  past  the  Ending-post,  and  weighs  as  usual ;  starts, 
and  wins  the  third  heat,  and  weighs,  without  any  objection  being 
made. 

A,  being  second  the  third  heat,  in  a  short  time  afterwards  de- 
mands the  subscription  (not  knowing  till  then  that  C*s  rider  had 
dismounted),  and  refiises  to  start  for  the  fourtk  heat,  which  B  and 
C  run  for,  and  C  wins. 

It  was  decided  that,  no  objection  haying  been  made  to  C's  start* 
ing  for  the  third  heat,  he  was  entitled  to  the  prize. 

CASEH. 

The  winner  of  a  plate,  whose  horse  had  distanced  all  the  others, 
applied  for  the  stakes  or  entrance-money,  which  was  advertised  to 
be  paid  to  the  second-best  horse  that  won  a  clear  heat — one  of  the 
distanced  horses  had  won  the  first  heat. 

It  was  decided  that  the  winning  horse  cannot  be  deemed  the 
second  horse,  and  therefore  was  not  entitled  to  the  stakes  ;  and  all 
the  others  being  distanced,  no  other  person  could  daim  them. 

CASEm. 

A  gold  cup,  &c,  for  horses  that  neyer  won.

The  owner  of  B  claimed  on  the  ground  of  A*s  disqualification, 
he  haying,  the  preceding  year,  won  a  clear  heat  at  Chehnsford, 
to  entitle  him,  according  to  their  articles,  to  the  stakes  or  entrance- 
money. 

It  was  decided  that  A  was  not  disqualified,  the  term  ^winner  " 
applying  only  to  the  hone  that  beats  all  the  rest 

CASE  IV. 

Whether  a  horse  haying  won  a  sweepstakes  of  23g8  each  (3  sub- 
scribers) is  disqualified  to  run  for  a  50L  plate,  expressed  to  be  for 
horses  that  neyer  won  plate,  match,  or  sweepstakes,  of  that  value? 
Vol.  LXXIV.  c 
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It  was  decided  that  it  was  the  practice,  in  estimating  winnings, 
to  consider  the  clear  sum  gained  onl^,  and  consequently  to  exempt 
the  stake  of  the  proprietor  ;  the  horse,  therefore,  which  had  won  a 
sweepstakes  of  46g8  coily,  yiz.  two  stakes  of  SSgs  each,  was  not 
thereby  disqualified  for  the  SOL  plate  aboYe-mentioned. 

CASEY. 

Mr  Baird  haying  entered  two  horses  for  the  King's  plate  at  New- 
castle, in  1793,  and  won  it  with  Sans  Calotte  (his  other  horse  not 
starting),  the  owner  of  the  second  horse  objected  to  his  reoeiTinj: 
the  plate,  on  the  gronnd  that  he  was  disqualified  by  having  entered 
two  horses. 

It  was  decided  that  Mr  Baird  was  entitled  to  the  plate. 

CASE  VI. 

A  betted  B  that  a  mare  shoidd  tiot  a  mile  in  flye  ndmitea^  in 
four  minutes  and  a  half,  and  in  four  minutes  ;  aH  of  whicb,  it  was 
stated,  she  won  with  ease  ;  bat  B  measuring  ItediataDoe,  aftorthe 
races  were  oyer,  fovnd  it  was  short  of  a  mile  by  Ibor  yards. 

It  was  decided  that,  as  no  objection  was  made  to  the  measure  of 
the  course  before  starting,  and  the  mare  haying  performed  the  dis- 
tance set  out,  and  not  objeded  to,  A  wooaH  ths  bets. 

CASSYIL 

After  the  race  for  the  Somersetriiire  stakes  att  Bath,  in  1319^  it 
was  discoyered  that  the  person  in  wiiose  name  Bassekus  was  en- 
tered was  dead  before  the  race  was  run,  and  Mr  Day,  the  owner  of 
Listen,  who  came  in  second,  dained  the  stake,  'tkie  matter  wtm 
referred  to  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club.  It  was  decided  that 
Listen  was  entitled  to  the  stake,  because,  of  all  the  horses  quaMed 
to  start  for  the  stake,  he  was  the  first,  Wasiriss  being  disquidosd  by 
the  death  of  the  person  in  whose  name  he  was  entned. 

But  the  Stewards  thought  that,  in  this  case^-«-as  in  that  of  a 
horse  disqualified  to  start  from  the  stakes  not  haying  been  duly 
nad6b*-the  beta  should  stand  soQordiBg  as  the  hones  cane  in. 

CASB  vm. 

At  Canterbniy  races,  1829,  for  the  lOOL  giyen  by  the  Noblemen 
and  Gentlemen,  Mr  Pearce*s  Guildford  won  the  two  first  heats  ^ 
but  Mr  Mattam,  the  owner  of  Moor  Buzzard,  claimed  the  plate,  al- 
leging that  Guildford  was  difiqaalifiod,  his  owner  haying  run  two 
horses  for  a  prize  for  which  heats  were  run. 

It  was  contended,  on  the  part  of  Mr  Pearoe,  Ht  That  this  was 
not  a  plate  *,  2nd,  That  no  objection  was  made  tffi  after  the  joekies 
were  weighed,  and  the  horse  led  away. 
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The  matter  being  Bidmi^litecl  to  1^  Stewavdiof  the  ^odcey  Chib, 
tfai^  were  of  opSnion  th«k  Moor  Boxzwd  iras  entitled  to  the  prise  $ 
sad  veiHved  to  the  lUdes  of  Bftdng,  the  Uwt  but  one  In  page  mcrii, 
ToL  18S8,  as  decisive. 

CASE  IX. 

Blandford,  1829.— For  the  gold  Cup,  by  subscribers  of  10  soy. 
each,  it  was  a  conditicm  that  the  surplus  should  be  paid  to  the 
owner  <tf  the  second  hmse,  in  specie.  !E^wnloek  walked  oyer  for 
the  cop,  so  ^at  there  was  no  second  horse.  The  opinion  of  the 
Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Chib  was  requested,  as  to  who  was  entitled 
to  the  sarins.  They  ga^e  it  as  their  <ypinion,  that  there  being  no 
second  horse,  the  surplus  must  be  divided  amongst  the  original  sub- 
scribers to  the  cup. 

It  was  determined,  on  a  case  which  arose  at  Chelmsford  so  long 
ago  as  the  year  1784,  where  the  winner  distanced  all  the  five  horses, 
that  the  winner  could  not  be  deemed  the  second-best  horse,  and 
therefore  was  not  entitled  to  the  stakes. 

CASEX. 

The  following  nomination  was  made  for  a  produce  sweepstakes 
at  Ascot : — 

Lord  TaTistock's  sister  to  Benedick,  corered  by  IMiddleton. 
There  being  two  sisters  to  Benedick,  the  nomination  was  incomplete 
according  to  the  17th  clause  of  the  Bules  and  Orders.  Lord  Tavis- 
tock ascertained  that  the  other  sister  to  Benedick  was  sent  abroad 
some  time  before  the  stake  closed,  and  submitted  that  this  circum- 
stance sufficiently  identified  his  nomination.  The  Stewards  of  the 
Jodi^  Ojab  declined  to  go  into  evidence  of  this  nature^  and  de- 
Gided  HbsAt  the  nominatioii  was  invalid. 

CASE  XL 

Aq[iie8tioa  was  submitted  to  the  Stewaids  of  the  Jockey  Qub,  in 
the  (>aven  Meeting,  1840,  as  to  the  qualification  of  the  Duke  of 
Bofftiaad's  Beiram  ooftt  to  start  for  the  200  sot.  stakes  on  Friday  in 
th&t  Meeting,  fbrwhieh  stakes  he  was  entered  as  »  bw  e.  by  Bdram, 
dam  by  BeveUer,  out  of  VeiL  YeU  had  produoed  two  fillies  by 
BeTeller  ;  one  foaled  in  1831,  whieh  was  the  dam  of  the  Il«ke  d 
Portland's  colt,  the  other  in  1832.  It  was  proved  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Stewards  that  the  hitter  mare  was  not  living  when  the 
Beiram  colt  was  hwn,  and  they  thertfore  decided  that  the  nomi- 
nation  was  Talid. 

CASE  xn. 

Vat  the  Stand  Cup  at  liinerpool  races^  in  July  1829^  Veloeipede 
wMMdSed,  niMttted,  and  bitKight  out ;  but  on  being  casitMed,  the 
fiAv  fond  him  lame,  and  did  not  tsJte  him  to  i^  post  to  start. 

c2 
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A  question  respecting  the  bets  was  sabmitted  to  the  Stewards  of 
the  Jockey  dlub,  who  decided  that  the  case  did  not  come  within 
the  provisions  of  the  31st  (now  the  40th)  clause  of  the  Bules  and 
Orders,  and  that  the  bets  about  Velocipede  were  not  to  be  con* 
aidered  as  plaj  or  pay. 

CASE  xm. 

Two  Worses  ran  a  dead  heat  at  Hewmarket.  The  owners  re- 
quested permission  of  the  Stewards  to  run  the  race  over  again  be- 
tween two  of  the  other  races  of  the  day.  The  Stewards  decided 
that  the  rule  43  (now  53)  must  be  imperatiye,  and  that  the  horses 
which  had  run  the  dead  heat  must  run  again  half  an  hour  after  the 
last  race  of  the  day. 

CASE  XIV. 

A  bet  of  2  to  1  was  laid  on  Turquoise  against  Elinor  for  the 
Oaks — ^Elinor,  being  improperly  named,  was  not  allowed  to  start. 
The  question,  whether  the  bet  was  to  stand  or  not,  was  submitted 
to  the  Stewards,  who  agreed  to  refer  it  to  a  general  meeting  of 
the  Jockey  Club,  at  which  it  was  ultimately  deddel  that  the  bet 
was  Yoid. 

CASE  XV. 

A  admitted  that  he  had  lost  lOOil  to  B,  but  declined  paying  it 
because  he  intended  paying  it  to  C,  who  had  a  claim  on  B  for  lOOl. 
The  Stewards  decided  that  A  must  pay  the  100/.  to  B  forthwith,  as 
no  transfer  could  take  place  without  the  consent  of  both  parties. 

CASE  XVI. 

Eor  the  Lansdowne  stakes  at  Bath,  Mrs  Day's  brother  to 
Lusher,  Mr  Sadler's  Achilles,  and  Mr  Wreford's  Wihia,  had  each 
won  a  heat ;  Wilna  was  then  drawn  ;  Mrs  Day  and  Mr  Sadler 
agreed  to  divide  the  stake,  and  brother  to  Lusher  walked  over. — 
Two  questions  were  submitted  to  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club, 
who  decided — 

1st.  That  the  bets  should  be  put  together  and  divided,  in  the  same 
proportion  that  had  been  agreed  upon  in  respect  to  the  stakes. 

2i/d.  That  brother  to  Lusher  must  carry  extra  weight  on  future 
occasions  as  the  winner  of  this  race. 

CASE  xvn. 

The  opinion  of  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club  was  requested 
by  the  Stewards  of  Bochester  and  Chatham  Baces  on  the  following 
case: — 

Por  the  Chatham  plate,  the  winner  of  a  stake  or  plate  in  1825 
was  to  carry  7Ib.  extra,  and  the  question  was,  whether  a  filly  who 
had  won  a  plate  subsequent^  to  the  entering  for  the  Chatham  plate, 
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bat  premoudy  to  Ae  running  for  it,  was  to  carry  7Ib.  extra  ?— The 
Stewards  of  the  Jockey  titab  gare  it  as  their  opinion,  that  she  was 
not  obliged  to  carry  7Ib.  extra ;  and  they  stated  that  they  werd 
aware  that  conflicting  opinions  had  been  given  on  this  question* 
but  on  mature  consideration  they  thought  the  better  nde  was,  that 
a  horse  being  duly  qualified  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  of  naming 
or  entering  fbr  a  stake  or  plate,  should  not  be  affected,  as  to  that 
stake  or  plate,  by  any  subsequent  event. 

This  decision  has  been  confirmed  by  an  opinion  given  on  a 
dmilar  case,  transmitted  to  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club  in 
1832,  flrom  the  Boyal  Caledonian  Hunt  Meeting. 

CASE  xvin. 

A  bets  B  50  to  20  that  C  and  D  do  not  both  win  ;  C  wins,  but  D 
was  disqualified  from  starting,  as  it  was  a  maiden  plate,  and  he  had 
previously  won. 

Q.  Does  A  win  the  20?  or  is  B  entitled  to  a  part  of  the  50? 

A.  If  D  was  qualified  at  the  time  the  bet  was  made,  A  wins  ;  but 
if  D  was  disquaUfied  at  the  time,  then  the  bet  is  off 

CASE  imr^ 

A  bets  B  10  to  8  that  Whale  did  not  win  either  the  Qarden  stakes 
or  the  nuitch  with  Beiram;  Whale  was  beaten  in  the  Garden  stakes 
and  the  match  with  Beiram  was  off  by  consent. 

Q.  Is  A  entitled  to  receive  or  not? 

A.  The  money  must  be  put  together  and  divided, 

CASE  "^nr. 

On  the  Thursday  evening  preceding  the  race  for  the  Oaks  stakes, 
A  betted  B  the  odds  to  100^  against  Ninny  winning  the  Oaks, 
which  bet  B  reftised  to  pay,  on  the  ground  that  the  mare  had  been 
declared  not  to  start  before  the  bet  was  made.  The  question  was 
referred  to  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club,  and  it  appearing  upon 
evidence  that  the  mare  was  declared  not  to  run  at  seven  o'clock  on 
Thursday  morning,  they  decided  that  the  bet  was  void. 

CASE  TXT, 

A«  B,  and  C  start  for  a  plate  (with  four  others),  heats ;  A  won 
the  first  heat,  B  won  the  second,  A  won  the  third. 

Between  the  first  and  second  heats,  the  owner  of  C  purchased  A. 
Is  A  disqualified? 

On  investigation,  the  sale  of  A  to  C's  owner  was  acknowledged, 
but  it  was  stated  that  no  delivery  or  payment  took  place  until  a 
subsequent  day.  It  was  also  stated  that  it  was  agreed  between  the 
owners  of  A  and  C  that  this  sale  was  not  to  influence  the  possession 
of  the  plate.

The  bets  were  not  compared  before  the  race,  and  each  par^a 
case  was  supported  hj  the  entry  in  hia  betting  book. 

mciiiOK. 

After  hearing  the  ttalenents  of  bo4&  parties  and  of  luheir  wit* 
nesses,  the  Stewards  are  of  opinion  that  there  is  not  snjQfcient  eH- 
dence  to  justify  them  in  giving  a  decision  In  favtrar  of  either 
daimant,  and  tbey  therefore  decide  that  both  bets  are  to  be  stnck 
out,  and  no  money  to  be  paid  or  reoeiired  on  either  side. 

In  order  to  prerent  as  much  as  possible  the  recurrence  of  simiUr 
disputes,  the  Stewards  take  this  q^pcNrtunity  of  cautioning  all  per- 
sons to  0009*16  their  beta  befoce  the  great  rabea. 

CASB  JUiUL 

A  case  was  submitted  to  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  CSub  at  the 
Houghton  Meeting  1844,  by  the  purchaser  of  the  colt  then  caBed 
Perldn  Warbeck,  which  ran  at  Aaoot  wider  the  name  of  Bloodstone, 
involving  the  following  questions: — 
1st.  Whether  the  Ibrfeits  dae  vpom  the  entriea  of  Mr  Ulewiaan's 
di.  c.  Bloodstone,  by  Bi^iMstes,  oat  of  Roma&e,  attadi  to  the 
said  Berkxa  Warbeck,  so  as  to  diequalify  him  tmrn  alaithig 
while  tiiey  remain  nnpadd. 
2nd.  Whetiier  it  will  not  be  oompetent  for  the  present  owner  of 
Perkin  Waibe^  to  ran  him  in  1845,  as  being  then  a  maiden 
four  years  old,  believed  to  he  by  B^am,  oi;^  of  Bomaike. 

To  the  first  question  the  answer  was— 
That  as  it  was  proved  that  there  was  a  colt  by  Bubastes^  o^t  of 
Bomaike,  of  the  right  age,  for  which  the  other  horse  was  sub- 
stituted, the  forfeits  are  due  for  the  Bubastes  c  and  do  not 
attach  to  the  horse  which  ran  at  Ascot  by  the  name  of  Bloods 
stone. 
To  the  second  questirai  the  only  answer  the  Stewards  gave  waa^ 
That  the  raoe  at  Ascot  did  not  disqualify  the  hone  which  ran 
there  as  Bloodstone  for  running  as  a  maiden  horse.

Cattbrick  B&ID6X.— The  Course  is  an  oval,  of  one  mile  and 
sixty  yards,  almost  fiat ;  from  the  Catterick  turn  in  is  a  little  short 
of  half  a  mile. 

Chatham — Is  one  mile  and  one  furlong.  There  is  a  straight  run 
in  of  a  quarter  of  a  mile  and  24  rods,  which  is  flat ;  the  opposite  side 
of  the  Course,  which  is  on  lower  ground,  is  also  flat.  The  Course  is 
in  one  field,  and  the  horses  are  seen  from  the  Judge's  chair  all  the 
way  round.

Red-house  in, 
5  furlongs,  152  yards. 

BuDLXT — Is  of  an  oval  shape,  one  mile  and  a  quarter  and  18  yards, 
two-thirds  of  which  are  nearly  flat,  and  the  remainder  rather  hilly. 
The  run  in  is  a  straight  half-mile,  with  a  very  gradual  rise. 

Egham— -The  round  or  rather  Oval  Course  is  short  of  2  miles  by 
66  yards,  and  nearly  flat. 

Eglikton  Pabk — Is  an  oval  Course,  150  yards  less  than  2  miles; 
it  is  almost  flat,  with  the  exception  of  rather  a  steep  hill  about  half  a 
mile  from  the  Winning-post.  The  run  in  is  about  half  a  mile.  The 
T.Y.C.  is  a  straight  half  mile. 

Epsom— The  Old  Course,  now  seldom  used  except  for  the  cup,  is 
2  miles  of  an  irregular  circular  form,  the  first  mile  up  hill.  The 
^ew  Derby  Course  is  exactly  a  mile  and  a  half,  and  somewhat  in 
the  form  of  a  horse-shoe;  the  first  three  quarters  of  a  mile  may  be 
considered  as  straight  running,  the  bend  in  the  Course  beine  very 
trifling,  and  the  width  very  great ;  the  next  quarter  of  a  mile  is  in  a 
^adual  turn  ;  and  the  Ust  ^ilf-mUe  straight.    The  first  half-mile  is 
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im  the  ascent,  the  next  third  of  a  mile  lerel,  and  the  remainder  Is  on 
the  deacent  till  within  the  distance,  when  the  ground  again  risei. 
The  New  T. Y.C.  is  6  furlongs ;  the  Old  T. Y.  C.  or  Woodcote  Course, 
is  something  less  than  4.  The  Craven  Course  is  one  mile  and  a 
quarter. 

ExBTxa — The  Old  Course  is  round,  or  rather  oval,  of  2  miles» 
two-thirds  of  which  are  nearly  flat,  and  the  remainder  rather  hillyi 
thelasc  half-mile  is  in  a  straight  line  with  a  little  ascent,  and  beau^ 
tiful  coming  in.  There  is  a  round  and  level  Course  of  one  mile, 
recently  made,  called  the  New  Course,  and  a  Thiee-mile  Course,  also 
nearly  level,  formed  out  of  the  New  and  Old  Courses. 

HxazFORD  (New  Course). — An  oval  Course  of  one  mile  and  390 
yards*  with  a  straight  run  in  of  about  600  yards. 

HuMTiKGDOK — Is  a  round  or  oval  Course,  fiat,  short  of  2  miles  by: 
a  distance,  with  a  straight  run  in  of  nearly  half  a  mile. 

KwuTsroan^^Is  a  round  Course  of  one  mile  only,  nearly  flat. 

LxiczsTia— Is  rather  oval  in  shape,  a  mile  and  12  yards,  nearly 
level,  with  a  little  hill  before  coming  to  the  straight  run  in,  which  is 
540  yards  in  length,  and  flat.  It  is  half  a  mile  from  the  town,  on  the 
London  road. 

LiTfimTOOi*— Is  an  oval  Course  of  a  mile  and  a  half;  one  side  is 
gently  declining,  the  other  rising  from  the  Canal  side,  where  is  the 
8tarting«po8t  for  the  Cup  Course  and  the  T.  Y.  C.  There  is  a  straight 
run  in  of  about  1000  yards. 

Makchsstke — Is  an  oval  Course  of  nearly  a  mile.  The  T.Y.C. 
is  5  furlongs,  184  yards.  At  the  back  of  the  Stand  there  is  a  strong 
hill,  from  the  top  of  which  there  is  a  gentle  descent  to  the  distance, 
thence  nearly  flat.     The  run  in  is  straight,  and  nearly  3  furlongs. 

Newcastlc-upon-Ttmx — Is  composed  of  four  unequal  sides,  and 
nearly  approaching  to  a  triangle ;  the  distance  round  is  one  mile, 
6  furlongs,  82  yards.  The  T.Y.C.  is  6  furlongs.  The  Courses 
called  Two-mile  Course  and  Mile  Course  are  exactly  of  the  stated 
distances.     There  are  hills  in  different  parts  of  the  Course. 

NawTOK— Is  a.triangular  Course  of  about  a  mile  and  a  quarter, 
with  a  strong  hill,  and  a  straight  flat  run  in  of  nearly  half  a  mile. 
The  Golborne,  or  Two  yrs  old  Course,  is  the  last  half  mile. 

KoKTHAMFTOK — Is  au  oval  Course,  one  mile  and  a  half  and  180 
yards  round  with  a  hill  half  way,  and  a  straight  run  in  of  half  a  mile, 
which  is  the  Two  yrs  old  Course.  There  b  a  good  width  up  the 
ropes,  and  the  turns  are  easy. 

NoniifGHAM-— Is  a  round  Course  of  one  mile,  2  furlongs,  and  11 
yards. 

OxpoBi>— Is  a  round  or  rather  oval  Course  of  2  miles  all  but  a 
distance,  and  quite  flat;  the  last  half  mile  straight.

S^usBinir.— The  Mile  Courae  is  strai^'t  and  flat,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a  rise  for  tibe  first  50  yards.  The  T.T.C  is  the  hut 
three  quarters  of  fStaa  straight  Course.  For  the  Two-mile  Course 
the  horses  start  beyond  the  Whraing-chair,  run  past  the  Chair  and 
the  Stand,  and  diverge  to  the  left  friom  the  straight  Coune,  whidk

SHaawsBuar— Is  rather  an  oval  Course,  of  one  mile  and  185  yards, 
with  a  straight  run  in  of  nearly  half  a  mile,  and  a  little  hill  between 
the  last  turn  and  the  (Kstanee.
